Note .—The mean yearly fall of rain from 27 years’ observations 
(1838-64) was 68-36 inches, showing a decrease oE 3-63 inches in tho 
whole period of 43 years. The 16 years’ observations from 1835-80 
give however only an average yearly fall of 61-52 inches, exhibiting a 
still clearer decrease in the quantity oi rain. The average nnuibt v of 
rainy days has remained yet pretty equal; 137-8 for the 27 years 
from 1838, 137-3 for -the 16 years from 1865, and 188-0 for the whole 
period of 43 years (1838-80). But as the observations extend only 
over a short period and are confined to but one place, it would be 
premature to predict any continued decrease.

TOPOGRAPHICAL SKETCH 


TRAVANCORE, 

« DESCRIPTION /--Travancore ( Mai.Tim vitankur, Sans, Sn- 
vardhcmapuri, the place where the goddess of prosperity re¬ 
sides), the southern portion of the ancient division of Kerala is 
situated between 8°4' and 10°22' North latitude and between 
7G°13' and 77°38' East longitude. It is bounded on the north 
by the Native State of Cooliin and the British District of Coim¬ 
batore, on the east by the Districts of Madura and Tinnevelly 
and on the South and West by the Indian Ocean. The extreme 
length of Travancore from north to south is 174 miles, its ex¬ 
trema breadth 75 miles, and its area 7129 square miles. The 
State is in subsidiary alliance with the British Government to 
which it pays an annual tribute of Rs. 8,00,000. Compared 
with other Native States, it is more than five i hues the size of 
Cochin and six times that of Pudnbfcotta. It is above seven- 
eighths the size of Baroda, two-sevenths of Gwalior, one-fourth 
of Mysore and one-twelfths of Hyderabad or Kashmir. It is 
smaller than the Principality of Wales by 279 square miles, and 
bears to England and Wales together, the proportion of one to 
eight. 

PHYSICAL GEOGRAPHY. Travancore is one of the most pic¬ 
turesque portions of Southern India. The mountains which 
separate it on the east from the British Districts are clothed, 
with magnificent primeval forests, while the belt of flat country 
to an average distance of 10 miles inland Irom the sea, is 
covered with an almost unbroken mass of eocoanut and areca 
palms which in a great measure constitute the wealth of the 
country. The whole surface is undulating, and presents: a 
series of hills and valleys, traversed from east to west by nu¬ 
merous rivers. Nanjenad, with its numerous villages, palmyra 
groves and extensive paddy fields, resembles in some respects 
the neighbouring District of Tinnevelly. Northward, this fer¬ 
tile plain is succeeded by the wooded and rugged surface of tbe 
Malayalam country. The rich and variegated tract along the 
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eoast is finely contrasted with the mountainous wilds farther in¬ 
land. The hill scenery has peculiar beauties, among which are 
the wild rocky and precipitous acclivities and fantastic forms £ 
of the mountains in the southern parts. The valleys are studded 
■with temples and churches. The numerous houses and gardens 
scattered thickly over the country, give it an appearance 
entirely different from that of tlie eastern coast. 

The Hill region is very extensive and is a marked feature 
of the country. The mountains are of every variety of elevation, 
climate and vegetation. Certain portions are cultivated by, 
European and Native capitalists by whom the natural fertility 
of the soil is being turned to the best account. Some of the 
loftier mountains have a precipitous descent towards the west, 
and are connected on that side with a succession of low hills 
which diminish in altitude as they approach the .coast. Among 
the mountains a few elevated table-lauds are found, which afford 
pasture ge for cattle and enjoy a good climate for a portion of 
the year. To the north, the mountains rise to an elevation of 
8,000 feet. The Antmalcty mountains are- the most important 
of these. The southernmost peak of note is the sacred Aga- 
stiakudam (6,200 ft.). One plateau alone ( Eravimalay or Hamil¬ 
ton’s Valley) is 6 miles long by 8 wide and contains about 
10,000 acres of excellent tea and coffee land. Similar smaller 
valleys are found in the group called the Kannan Devan Hills. 
At the head of the Jrayancore hills stands Anamudy (8,837 
feet), the highest peak south of the Himalayas. South of this 
is the lower region of the Cardamom Hills so called from their 
special product. Still further south are large tracts of forests, 
among which lie the Ashamboo coffee plantations. The Hill 
stations enjoy an excellent climate and are resorted to by 
•Europeans and others during the hot season. Peermade about 
50 miles east of Kottayam was once the residence of a Mahome- 
dah saint from whom the place takes its name. It is over 3,000 
feet above the sea and is the centre of the coffee and tea plant- 
„ i 11 ? industries. Ponmudi, north-east of Trivandrum is also a 
sanitarium. The scenery from the heights is enchanting. 
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Numerous rivers run down, from the ghats and flow by 
tortuous courses, with high banks and rocky beds into the back¬ 
water and the sea. Must of these are navigable only near the 
sea. The most important of these rivers in the Periyai 
rising in the high Ranges, which after a course of 142 
miles, enters the backwater at Kodungalloor (Cranganore), A 
portion of its enormous volume of water is now diverted into 
Madura by the Periyar water works. The Pamha (90 miles), 
the Kallada (70 miles), the Kolahada (70 miles), the Muvattu- 
pitzha (62 miles), the Raramana, (42 miles), the Thavvravarni 
(37 miles), the Neyycvr, the Minachil, and the Vamanapuram 
(35 miles each) are other important rivers. 

A succession of lagoons or backwaters, connected by navi¬ 
gable canals, extends along the coast, from Trivandrum north¬ 
wards forming a most important means of communication. It 
extends from Tirnr, in British Malabar to Trivandrum ; between 
the latter place and Quilon, there rises at Warkalay a high 
promontory of land about G miles in breadth, the-highest por¬ 
tions of which in two places have been tunnelled through and 
the remaining portion cut open into a canal, thus making the 
line of water communication complete. A strip of land, from 
seven miles to about half a mile wide,- separates these back¬ 
waters from the sea. Thero are however several outlets to the 
sea. Every kind of merchandise is carried on these waters, 
Alleppey, Quilon aud Colachel are important seaport towns. 

There are several good cart roads in the inland parts of 
the county for local traffic and for communication with Madura 
and Tinnevelly. Railway communicati on between the latter town 
and Quilon has recently been established. As many as five 
tunnels had to be bored through the Ghats to extend the line 
from the east coast to this side. 

Iron, alum, sulphur, lignite, plumbago and mica exist in 
the country. There are plumbago min^s at Neyyattinkara and 
Nedumangad and mica mines at Eraniel. 

The mountains and forests of Truvancoro afford some o“)E 
the best sport to be got anywhere in India. Elephants are 



numerous. Tigers, leopards, bears, bison, sarnbur and various 
kinds of deer abound. Crocodiles infest in largo numbers tire 
lakes and rivers. 

The climatic variations of the whole of India may on, a 
sma.ll scale, be experienced in Travancore. On some of the 
peaks, the pinching cold of the northern regions of Europe may 
be felt; lower down oil an elevation between 2,000 and 3,000 
feet, one meets with the bracing temperature of England; wlrilo 
a cloudless sky with a clear sun,, marks the cessation of the 
heavy monsoons. .From January to May which constitute tho 
months of the hot season there is an intense and oppressive 
heat which at times becomes so intolerable that some of tho 
taluks then present the aspect cf a true equatorial region. 

For administrative purposes the State is divided into 31 
taluks, which are grouped into 4 Districts called Divisions. 

POPULA TI0N i—The total population of the State as enumer¬ 
ated at the census of 1901 was 29,52,157. Hinduism is the pre¬ 
dominant roligion of the State. Its followers constitute about 
two-thirds of the entire population while Christians form .about a 
fourth and Mahomedans, one-sixteenth. Compared with other 
States and Provinces, Travancoie is the most Christian terri¬ 
tory in all India, it wo except the sister State.of Cochin, which 
has the highest proportion of Christians in its population. 

In point of education Travancore is ahead of British India 
and other Native States, the proportion of literates being 124- 
in 1,000, against 88 in Baroda., 63 in Madras and 51 in Mysore. 
In female education also Travancore maintains this pre-emi- 


IMP0RTANT TOWNS-— 

Trivandrum •—This town forms the southern terminus of the 
chain of backwater communication. It is the residence of I-Iis 
Highness the Mali a Rajah and the Headquarters of Government. 
•The celebrated pagoda of Sri Padmanabha J3wamy within the 
Fort has made it a great religious centre and attracts pilgrims 
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from all parts of India. Tlie Fort audits neighbourhood con¬ 
stitute the most crowded part of the town. The military can¬ 
tonment, the Government offices and other' public buildings and 
the residences of the upper classes are picturesquely situated on 
small eminences each commanding a refreshing scenery of 
verdure all around. The town is liberally supplied with well- 
equipped colleges, schools and hospitals. There is a well-laid-out 
park, with a museum and menagerie. It has a small seaport; 
but the vessels which touch it have to anchor at some consider¬ 
able distance from the shore. (Population 57,882). 

Nagercoil Nagercoil stands within 7 miles of the Aramboli 
Pass and is the only important town, south of the capital. With 
hfagerooil as the nucleus, the town comprises a number of strag¬ 
gling villages, viz, Kottar, Yadiveeswarem, Ozhuganachery and 
Vataseri. Of these Kottar and Yataseri form the trading and 
manufacturing centres. The town owes much of its improve¬ 
ment and its present position to tho efforts of the Christian 
Missionaries. (Population 25,782). 

Shencottah :—The Headquarters of the taluk of that name 
lies at the foot of the Ghats on their eastern aspect. The main- 
road that rims through it connects tho British town of Tinne- 
velly with Che port of Quilon. There are several coffee estates 
in its neighbourhood. The introduction of the Railway through 
its portals is likely to import a powerful impetus to the develop¬ 
ment of the town. (Population 9,089). 

Quilon Quilon is one of the oldest towns of the Malahar 
Coast. Its natural situation and consequent commercial import¬ 
ance made it the cynosure of every foreign power and subjected 
it in its early days to political vicissitudes of no mean order. 
Towards the middle of the eighteenth century the State of 
Quilon, also called Desiliga Nadu, was annexed to Travancore. 
It was one of the greatest ports in Malahar but has now de¬ 
clined to a considerable extent from its high state. With the 
■ opening of the Tinnevelly-Quilon Railway, however, Quilon now 
finds herself in direct and easy communication with the towfls 
of the Madras Presidency and. is likoly to regain her former 





position as an important commercial centre. Tlie Palace of His 
Highness the Maha Bajah on the herders of the Quilon lake, 
which has come to be known as the Loch Lomond of Travau- 
core, commands an enchanting scenery. Cotton spinning and 
weaving and the manufacture of tiles are its chief industries. 
{Population, 15,691). 

Kayamkulam ‘—This town was formerly the capital, of an 
independent principality of that name. In 1746, the territory 
was annexed to Travancore. A well-attendod market is held 
here. Communicating by backwater with Cochin in the north 
and Quilon in the south and by road with. Madura and Tinne- 
velly, in the east it was a centre 'of trado during the early 
days of the Dutch influence. A Syrian Church appears to have 
been built at the place so early as 829 A. D, (Population 5,745). 

A lleppey This is the most important commercial town in 
the State. It commands a fine harbour affording safe anchorage 
for the greater part of the year. Opened to foreign trade to¬ 
wards the latter part of the eighteenth century, Alleppoy has 
long been the premier port of Travancore. It affords a con¬ 
venient depot for the storage and disposal of hill produce. The 
manufacture of coir-matting is being carried on on a largo scale. 
Cocoanut oil mills worked by steam have within recent years 
been established at Alleppey and the neighbourhood by Native 
Capitalists. (Population 24,918). 

Kottayam This town situated on the banka of tiro Meona* 
chff river, is the centre of the Syrian Christian community and 
possesses one of the most ancient Syrian churches in all Mala¬ 
bar. It was also the scene of the early labours of the Angli¬ 
can Missionaries. It exhibits much educational activity and 
possesses a second Grade College and four High Schools. The old 
Syrian Seminary, where English education is said to have been 
first imparted in Travancore, is an interesting institution. 
Standing at the portal of communication with the Peermade 
range of Hills where coffee and tea plantations are worked on a 
forge scale, Kottayam serves as a convenient mart for the ex- 
change of goods. (Population 17,552). 
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Changctnachery —This town was once the' capital of the prin¬ 
cipality of Thckkumkur. With its subjugation by Tra vane ore 
its importance waned. Like Kottayam it is a centre of Christian 
influence and possesses the grandest Syro-Roman Church on 
the Malabar Coast. One of the best attended markets in all 
North Travancore is held here, and people flock to it from all 
parts. {.Population 14,264). 

Pariir—A. Raja of Parur once ruled here before its subjuga¬ 
tion by Travancore. It is more or less surrounded by Cochin 
territory and at one 'time belonged to it. It was made over to 
Travancore in 1762. {Population 12,962).

TRAVANCORE. 

The second meeting of the Sri Mulam Popular 
Assembly was held in Trivandrum.on Saturday the 21st 
October 1905. 

The Assembly was constituted under the Proceed¬ 
ings of the Government of His Highness the Maha 
Rajah, No. 456, Political, dated 1st May 1905, which laid 
down Rules for the constitution and conduct of business 
of the Assembly. This year the privilege of electing 
members to the Assembly was granted by His Highness 
the Maha Rajah. Rules were framed defining the quali¬ 
fications of 'the electoral body.' The Municipalities of 
Nagercoil, Trivandrum, Quilon, Alleppey and Kottayam, 
and Associations representing approved public interests 
were allowed to depute each a member to the Assembly. 
Provision was also made in the Rules for the Govern- 
ment nominating persons, not exceeding ten in number, 
as members of the Assembly to represent any interest or 
community which might otherwise fail to be represented 
by the elected members,- 

The members returned and nominated under these

tariat were seated. The numerous visitors from the 
Town and the mofussil were given seats in the Hall 
behind the members, in the gallery and in the balcony. 

: The Dewan opened the proceedings of the Assembly 

with the following 

ADDBESS :— 

Gentlemen, 

Under command of His Highness the Maha 
Bajab it is my privilege to welcome you to the second 
meeting of the Sri Mulam Popular Assembly. Last 
year you appeared as the members nominated by the 
Government. This year you come as the accredited 
representatives of the people. The privilege of election 
which has been granted to the people at such an early 
stage of the career of the Assembly you owe to the en¬ 
lightened generosity of His Highness. I trust that this 
signal mark of confidence will make you only the more 
solicitous to maintain the character for good sense and 
moderation which you .have already earned both within 
the State and outside it. The excellent manner in 
which you acquitted yourselves last year, although un¬ 
accustomed to such assemblies, augurs well for the 
future stability of the institution, and if the same spirit 
animates your representations and discussions in the 
. .coming years the permanent usefulness of this Assembly 
is assured. I have noted with pleasure that the elec¬ 
tions throughout the State were conducted with much 
enthusiasm and public spirit and that on the whole the 
members elected are fairly representative of the different 
sections of the community over whom His Highness 
holds sway. fjfjft 

" I will now proceed to place before you a short 
account of the administration during the past year. . • 



2. Land Revenue. —The season was generally ■ 
unfavourable for agriculture in the Padmanabhapuram, ' 
Trivandrum and Quilon Divisions where there was Jja 
rise in the prices of food-grains. In the Kottayam Divi¬ 
sion the season was better and there was no appreciable 
variation in the prices. The wages of labour remained 
almost stationary. 

In my address last year, I referred to the peculiar 
features of the Land Revenue system in the State. 
Until the Settlement operations now in progress are. 
completed, it would not be possible to place the revenue 
administration on a sound and efficient basis. The 
Revenue Code Bill has, as you are aware, been intro¬ 
duced into the Legislative Council by Mr. Rajaram Row 
and the several important questions which it seeks to 
solve will be thoroughly discussed and the representa¬ 
tions which have been already made as well as those 
that may be made hereafter will be duly considered 
before the measure is adopted. 

The current demand for the year was Rs. 23,76,398, 
of which Rs. 22,67,636 or 95 per cent was recovered. 
Under arrears the demand amounted to Rs. 1,94,142 and 
the recoveries to Rs. 41,684 or 21 per cent. A sum of 
Rs. 1,63,986 was due as liabilities and outstandings, of 
which Rs. 32,383 or 20 per cent was collected. With 
regard to the low results attained under the last two 
heads, it may be observed that they are attributable 
partly to the defects in the system and the absence of 
reliable accounts. 

It was remarked in the last Administration Report 
that the correctness of the average assessment which 
was given as Rs. 2-7-2 per acre of wet land was open to 
doubt. Prom statistics collected in regard to six of the 
settled taluks it is observed that the average per acre of 
Pandarapattom or Sirkar lands varies from Rs. 21-as. 2 
in Tovala and Rs. 19-as. 9 in Agastisvaram to Rs. 3 
as. 12 in Nedumangad and Rs. 3-as. 10 in Kartigapally. 
The average for all the six tsteks taken together is Rs. 8 
as. 8 per acre. It will thusuro seen that the incidence 
of taxation in Travancore is not so light as is generally 
believed to be the case. These figures relate only to the 




six settled taluks for winch the information is available 
and a correct average can be obtained only when the 
whole State is settled. 

The aggregate receipts under Land Revenue amount¬ 
ed to Rs. 22,99,320 and the expenditure to Rs. 7,16,113 
against’ Rs. 23,88,994 and Rs. 6,51,602 respectively in 
1079. 

Of the 30,684 puduval cases, 11,165 cases or 36 per 
cent were disposed of, while the disposals under escheat 
and other revenue cases numbered . 757 out of 2,547 or 
29 per cent. There wetd'1,855 and 578 cases under the 
Poramboke and Land Acquisition Regulations of which 
1,763 and 474 or 95 and 82 per cent respectively were 
disposed of. Out of 21,623 cases of transfer of registry, 
15,797 cases or 73 per cent were disposed of. 

145 appeals from the decisions of the Peishkars in 
revenue cases were heard and disposed of by the Dewan 
during the year, 5 of them having been remanded for 
further enquiry. 

In view of the failure of crops on account of the 
drought which prevailed the ryots of some of the taluks 
were permitted, as a measure of relief, to pay the paddy 
portion of the tax at the favourable rate of 10 chs. per 
parah. . . 

The question of converting the grain • tax on wet 
lands into money tax which was brought forward at the 
last meeting of this Assembly has undergone consider¬ 
able discussion during the year and every effort is being 
made to arrive at a satisfactory solution as early as cir¬ 
cumstances would permit. 

3', Survey. —The boundary demarcation and survey 
of Efindur Proverty in Meenachil Taluk, an area of 127 
square miles, was done during the year, thus completing 
the process, of cadastral survey of all the 31 taluks of the 
State. The field survey of all the 31 taluks but one vil¬ 
lage has also been completed. Village maps of Muvattu- 
pula and Todupula were lithographed. 

Survey School .—65 Government employes and 132 
private student? passed out of the Survey School during 
the year. The school is doing useful work in supplying 
trained men for work m the Land Revenue Department. 
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4. Revenue Settlement.— Last year I gave you 
the outlines of the new scheme that had been sanctioned 
l?y His Highness for bringing settlement operations 
which had been unnecessarily protracted and had cost 
the State an enormous amount of money to a speedy 
and satisfactory close. You will be gratified to hear that 
the anticipations formed last year have to a very great 
extent been realized. The experience gained during the 
past year has brought to light many irregularities of pro¬ 
cedure and heavy arrears of w'orb during the preliminary 
stages which had not been taken info account when the 
forecast was framed in September 1904. But these will 
be considered when a revised forecast now under pre¬ 
paration is adopted. It is believed that, on the 
whole the original estimate will not be appreciably ex¬ 
ceeded either in point of time or cost. To make the 
subject clear I will at the risk of repeating what was 
said last year explain that the object of the new scheme 
is to secure expedition and economy by simplification of 
v/ork and throwing greater responsibility on the Assist¬ 
ants in charge of Parties. 'When the Revenue Survey 
and Settlement was started in 1883 it was estimated 
that the whole work would be completed in 9 years at 
a cost of 15 lakhs of rupees. But after, the lapse of 21 
years it was found that though nearly 49 lakhs of rupees 
had been spent during the period, no taluk had been set¬ 
tled in the proper sense of the term and the head of the 
department had estimated that the work would take an¬ 
other 20 years and cost another 45 lakhs. After con¬ 
siderable discussion and elaborate enquiry into the causes 
which contributed to this delay, and excessive cost it was 
resolved that the methods of work which, were cumbrous 
and complicated should he simplified, that the depart¬ 
ment should be relieved of many items of w r ork which did 
not properly fall within its sphere hut which it had bur¬ 
dened itself with, and that the constitution of the depart¬ 
ment should he revised so as to enable it to work directly 
towards the goal and complete the special work for 
which it had been created within a reasonable time. It 
was found that the Settlement Department had under¬ 
taken the ahnost impossible task of clearing away the 
accumulated annual jamabundy work of a hundred years 
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and much of their time was taken up in elaborate en¬ 
quiries into titles and levying of lines known as vila- 
yartham on escheat and viruthi or service inam lands. 
All this was found to be an undoubted source of oppres¬ 
sion and harassment besides being the cause of protract¬ 
ing settlement work indefinitely. 

The prominent feature of the new scheme is the 
simplified procedure adopted for conducting registration, 
enquiries. Instead of entrusting such enquiries to low- 
paid classifiers who sat in their offices at the Taluk 
head-quarters, summoned parties to produce witnesses 
and documents, adjourned cases to suit their own con¬ 
venience, discussed questions of law and evidence and 
wrote elaborate decisions arrogating to themselves the 
functions of judicial tribunals, the new scheme requires 
that the work shall be done in the pagudis or villages by 
responsible officers within a specified time, and they are 
instructed to take the tandaper registry, possession and 
payment of tax as sufficient guides in deciding as to who 
shall get a pattah for a particular field. The elaborate 
system of appeals from such decisions through the various 
grades of officials and going up to the Dewan has been 
dispensed with, Pattahs are after all not evidence of 
title but only show who is to be held liable for Govern¬ 
ment tax on a particular survey number. A general 
power of revision is however vested in the superior officers 
of .the department under which they can rectify on the 
spot any errors or irregularities which may come to their 
notice. 

Enquiries into escheat and viruthi cases, which had 
hampered the work of the Settlement department, were 
transferred to the Revenue department and the procedure 
in these enquiries was much simplified. 'Vilayartham 
or fines also which were excessive, being sometimes as 
high as 40 times the assessment, and were levied whether 
the lands were in the original family or in the hands of 
alienees and led to lands long held in the family being in 
some cases surrendered to Government, wfere reduced to 
5 and 10 times the assessment according to length of 
possession, the lands being confirmed to' present holders 
without aby fines if the properties were in the famines of 
the original grantees. 




The procedure in respect of disposal of dsrkhasts 
for Government lands which are known as “ Puduval ” 
fn Travancore has also been simplified. The system of 
levying arrears of assessment on pudavals for 10 and 12 
years and also acreage value was a source of hardship 
aiid annoyance and was replaced by the levy of a price 
_ for the land not exceeding 5 years’ assessment. The 
' registry of porambokes which required constant references 
to the Revenue department from the Settlement depart¬ 
ment was transferred to the Revenue department. 

A thorough re-organization of the department was 
a necessary preliminary to the introduction of the new 
system of work and was accordingly sanctioned. 

These are the main features of the scheme. Though 
the scheme was introduced on the 1st Vriehigom. 1080 
(16th November 1904), the re-organization of the De¬ 
partment under the new scheme and the preliminaries 
connected with the issue of notifications under the new 
rules for the commencement of registration enquiries 
took up fully 5 months and hence the practical working 
of the scheme dates only from the 1st Medom 1080 
(13th April 1904). ■ 

In the four months of the year during which re¬ 
gistration enquiries were conducted under the new system 
2,22,915 survey numbers were disposed of by the regis¬ 
tering officers against a total of 8,34,687 numbexs dis¬ 
posed of under the old system in periods varying from 3 
to 14 years. The out-turn of worn during these 4 months 
was equal to what was shown for 4 years and more 
under the old* system. The comparison is too striking 
to need any comment. It is gratifying to note that 82 
per cent of the total quantity of work under this head 
which remained when the scheme was started was 
finished within the close of the year and the progress 
since made shows that the balance now on hand is only 
3 per cent. Out of 188 pagudis in the 15 taluks under 
settlement this work was wholly completed in 153 
pagudis and 20 more have been completed during the 
current year. Applications for revision numbered only 
259 ®r ‘2 per cent of the total number of cases disposed 
of by the registering officers. These figures ought to go 
to dispel the fears entertained' Avhen the new scheme was 
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passed by His Highness that the work was more than 
could be completed within the very limited time fixed 
and that even if completed the quality would be inferior, 

In addition to registration work assessment work 
was also done by the new registering officers. 58 vil¬ 
lages were ready for this item of work and they were 
taken up and 81 per cent of the work done when the 
year ‘closed. These results are satisfactory and reflect 
credit on the officers concerned. Government are aware 
that in regard to the fixing-of rates for oocoanut trees 
there are com daints in some taluks but the Settlement 
Peishkar will thoroughly scrutinize the rates and hear 
the complaints of the ryots before the rates are sanction¬ 
ed, _■ 

Although the main points in the scheme have thus 
been given effect to and the results attained have greatly 
justified the expectations, there are still several difficul¬ 
ties in carrying out the scheme successfully and complet¬ 
ing the whole work within the time fixed. In the first 
place the forecast given in the scheme for the completion 
of work in the several taluks was based on certain .data 
furnished at the time by the Settlement department with 
reference to the balance of work under various heads. 
It was then assumed on the strength of these data that 
certain stages of work had been gone through and that 
a certain proportion of the work under each head had 
been completed under the old system. But on actual 
examination of the WtJrk in the several taluks it has 
turned out that the balances of work are much heavier 
than they were shown to be at the time the scheme was 
framed and that much of the work under various stages 
which was shown to have been done had not really been 
even taken up in respect of hundreds of survey numbers. 
Arrears of this kind are being still discovered: from time 
to time as the work advances and even now it has not 
been possible to ascertain exactly what the arrears are 
in each taluk. This is due .to the irregular and un¬ 
methodical way in which work was conducted under the 
old system. All the processes connected with settlement 
were started almost simultaneously. The preliminary 
stage of preparing classification registers was not com-, 
pleted before registration and assessment work was taken 
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up and work may be still in the initial stages in certain 
portions of taluks and even villages when chittahs and 
rough pattahs would be put in hand and even fair pattahs 
actually issued. This was not confined to one or two 
taluks but was extended over nearly 15 taluks in the 
State. As a consequence it is now found that even in 
a taluk like Neyyattinkara which was shown as settled 4 
years ago and which had on that account been omitted 
from the forecast, there were balances of work under 
such preliminary stages as •classification, sub-division, 
registration and assessment in respect of several fields. 
Such a state of things could not but vitiate the forecast 
framed and retard progress. Strenuous efforts had to 
be made by the Settlement Peishkar to bring up the 
'arrears under some items within the short time, 5 
months, that he had before him before the commence¬ 
ment of registration enquiries under the new scheme. 
The following figures give some idea as to the real state 
of the arrears and the quantity of work that had to be 
done -under.preliminary stages. These were discovered 
by the newly re-organized staff and were not shown in 
the statements furnished when the new scheme was 
framed. *

The items of work above shown are by no means 
exhaustive. There are several minor items under which 
also balances remained and had to be cleared and this* 
work took away a good portion of the time of the field 
establishment. 
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The confusion in whieh matters were found to be 
when work was resumed under the new scheme and the 
absence of correct data as to the state of the arrears 
have already retarded the realisation of the expectations 
formed when the scheme was framed. , Tim. taluks of 
Shencotta and Yilavancode were expected to* be settled 
by the end of 1080 (15th August 1905) and the registers 
of Quilon, Karunagapalli, Ambalapula and Neyyattin- 
kara were also to be completed during the year. But 
these results have not yet -been attained although the 
Peishkar and his subordinates were unremitting in their 
efforts to push on with the work. As already observed 
there was some unavoidable delay in commencing the 
work under the new scheme. But there are also other 
causes for the delay which are now engaging the atten¬ 
tion of Government. There is still a tendency in the De¬ 
partment to relapse into the old methods of. working, 
avoiding working in the field and doing all work from 
head offices by carrying on correspondence with the sub¬ 
ordinates. This is against the spirit of the new scheme. 
I hope to be able to inspect the work in the field more 
largely than I have done hitherto in view to ensure strict 
adherence to the instructions laid down in the scheme. 
It is also in contemplation to frame a revised forecast 
in the light of the experience gained during the past 
year. The Settlement Peishkar is now engaged in this 
work and every endeavour will be made to introduce 
such modifications as may be necessary, to secure the 
early completion of Settlement work under the scheme. 

Very good progress was made in the printing of the 
Settlement Registers during the year. The registers for 
Trivandrum, Chirayinkil and Nedumangad taluks had 
been printed and those of Kartigapalliput on hand when 
the year closed. This is also due to the special efforts 
put forth in this direction under the new scheme and 
the Trivandrum taluk which, was settled 17 years ago is 
now furnished with printed registers ready for reference. 

In connection with the work of-viruthi settlement 
imdet the new scheme the question of assigning lands 
for Munnila service and for collection of vital statistics 
tame up for consideration! As the system was found to 
be a source 0-f hardship to the service inam holders and 
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much inconvenience to Government it was abolished 
during the year and orders issued for the emp'oyment cf 
a? stipendiary staff, the lands being enfranchised on full 
pattern. ' 

5. Legislation.— During the last year four Regu¬ 
lations were passed. 

I. To make provision, for the care of the person 
and estates of Lunatics. 

II. To amend Regulations I of 1040 and II of 1052 
relating to Breaches of Contract. 

III. To prevent loss to Q-overnment by the default 
or misconduct of Public Accountants. 

IY. To consolidate and amend the Law relating 
to Stamps. 

Bills to consolidate and amend the law relating to 
Revenue Officers and the Land Revenue, and to amend 
the Code of Criminal Procedure were introduced during 
the year, and leave was granted to introduce Bills to 
amend the law relating to Civil Courts and the High 
Court Regulations. 

6. Police.—The strength of the Police was 1,728 
men. The proportion of policemen to area and popu¬ 
lation was 1 to 5'004 square miles and 1 to 2,083 of the 
population respectively. The number of eognizable cases 
registered during the year was 4,494, of which 1,761 
were referred as false. _ Of the 2,66tS cases charged 2,117 
ended in conviction. It is satisfactory to note that the 
percentage of property recovered, 57‘3, sho^s an increase 
over that of the previous year, 48’7. 

During the year there was some friction between 
the Nayar ana the Ealava communities which created 
a good deal of ill-feeling and led to some breaches of the 
peace, though not of a serious nature. This, ill-feeling 
has happily subsided owing to the influence of the better 
disposed among the two classes. 

7. Judicial Department— Dewan Bahadur C. 
Vencobacliariar having retired from the office of Chief 
Justice of the High Court, Mr. T. Sadasiva ikiyer B. A., 
M, L., whose services were lent to the State by the* 
Madras Government, was appointed to the office. 



Criminal Justice .—The number of Civil and Crimi¬ 
nal Courts remained the same as in the year preceding 
viz. 28 and 66 respectively. The District Magistrates 
Court at Alleppey was abolished and its territorial limits 
added to the Quilon Magisterial District. 

The number of offences reported and returned as 
true was 19,572 and 17,434, showing a decrease of 4,187 
and 912 respectively as compared with the figures for 
the previous year. The decline was mainly in offences 
under special and local laws. 1,530 appeals were pre¬ 
ferred to the District Magistrates. 126 cases affecting 
323 persons were tried and disposed of by the Sessions 
Courts. 

Civil Justice .—The volume of original litigation re¬ 
mained almost the same, the institutions aggregating 
40,313 against 40,589 in the year preceding. The dis¬ 
posals of the Munsiffs amounted to 40,241 and of the 
District Courts to 478 suits. The number of appeal 
cases fell from 3,077 to 2,945. 

The arrears at the close of the year are reported to 
have risen in all the. grades of Civil Courts; original 
suits, Munsiffs’ Courts from 9,197 to 9,628 and District 
Courts, 416 to 519 and appeals, District Courts from 
1,216 to 1,475 and High Court, 318 to 485. It has thus 
become highly necessary to concert measures to relieve 
the congestion of arrears noticeable in the Civil Courts 
in the interests alike of the litigant public and the 
Courts themselves. The Bill recently introduced to 
amend the Civil Courts Regulation when brought into 
operation will it is expected conduce to better results 
being shown as regards arrears in the Civil Courts. 

S. Jails. —The number of admissions to the Central 
Prison, Trivandrum was 616. of whom 523 were convicts. 
Of the 23 juvenile prisoners admitted during the year 
3 were formerly pupils of the Reformatory. The health 
of the prisoners was very satisfactory, the number of 
deaths being only 9 or T82 percent, the lowest on record 
for the last 12 years. All executions are now conducted 
within, the premises of the Central Prison, As it is 
desirable that the resources of the Central Prison should 
*be utilised as far as possible to meet the requirements* of 
the State Departments, Heads of Departments have re« 
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Cently been requested to, place with the Superintendent 
all^orders for articles which they require and which are 
, manufactured in the Central Prison. The net profit from 
the Jail industries dining the year was nearly Es. 9,000, 
showing a considerable increase oyer that of the previous 
year, Es. 6,082. 

9. Registration. —The number of Registration 
offices remained the same as in last year viz., 51. The 
total number of instruments presented for registration 
exceeded 1,86,000, showing an increase of 6,258 over the 
preceding year. -Of the total registrations 97 per cent- 
related to , immovable property. The number of wills 

. registered rose from 190 to 205. It is satisfactory to 
, note that in spite of the large number of instruments 
registered, as many as 98*8 per cent were registered on 
the day of presentation.- 

10. Joint-Stock Companies.-— 26 Companies 
were registered during the year against 6 in 1079. One 

, of these, the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, is.maintained by voluntary contributions. The 
: number of companies registered with capital divided into 
shares increased from 5 to 10. This is encouraging. 
The registration of so many as 15 companies for mutual 
help at times of marriages and deaths, is also a note¬ 
worthy fact. 

11. Military .-—The permanent lines of the Com¬ 
pany of the 1st Battalion at Pangode which were under 
construction were completed and handed over early in 
the year. A set of rules for the punishment of crime in: 
the Nayar Brigade was passed under Regulation YI of 
1079. 

. 12. Forests.— The total area of forests reserved up 

to the end of the year was 2,245 square miles. Including 
the area of reserved lands, about 2,550 square miles or 
nearly one-third of the area of the whole State is under 
reservation. Art area of 311 acres was added to the Teak 
plantations, the. total area now being 2,225 acres. The 
Government Para Rubber plantations at Yamanapurom, 
Malayattur and Rani are reported to be doing well. As 
. private rubber plantations are springing up and numerous' 
applications for land for rubber cultivation are coniing 
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in, it is not considered necessary to add to the area of 
the experimental cultivation. „ 

Endeavours are being made to provide grazing 
grounds and lands for other communal purposes in the 
several villages. Suggestions have also been received 
from the Acting Conservator of E orest's for granting- 
suitable lands for paddy cultivation in certain reserves 
-where such grants would not be detrimental to forest 
conservation. Definite schemes have yet to be formulat¬ 
ed, and the matter is receiving the careful consideration 
of Government. 

Over 9,80,000 cubic feet of timber, excluding fire¬ 
wood, were removed from the forests during the year. 
Lemon grass was declared to be a reserved produce, and 
the industry connected with it is rising in importance. 
There is a great demand for the oil in the European 
markets. . 

Seven elephants were captured during the year. 
The rules for the up-keep of trained elephants, which 
were tentatively sanctioned for one year, were finally 


The organisation and working of this Department, 
which controls nearly a third of the area of the State, 
require improvement in different directions. It is pro¬ 
posed to hold a Conference on Forest matters shortly 
when proposals for working the Department on a sound 
basis will be taken up for consideration. 

- 13. Cardamom and other Produce.— The 

Cardamom crops amounted to 20,432 tulams against 
8,268 in the previous year, showing a considerable in¬ 
crease in the yield. But the average price is reported 
to have fallen from Es. 12 to Es. 8 per tulam, making it 
impossible for many of the ryots to pay their kists. The 
Government had in consequence to allow the collection 
of the kist to stand over till the current year. 

As promised at the last meeting of the Assembly I 
paid a visit to the High Eange and Peermade. I had 
, the pleasure of meeting the various .Planting Agencies, 
both European and Native, and studying their needs and 
requirements on the spot, A conference was held at 



Cumbam at which a large .number of influential carda¬ 
mom ryots were present. As a result of the conference 
Sis Highngss the Maha Rajah has been pleased to 
sanction several measures which are likely to improve 
the position, and prospects of the cardamom ryots. Pull 
proprietary rights were granted to the holders in their 
cardamom holdings; they were allowed to pay the upset 
price of Rs. 10 per acre in 10 yearly instalments; the 
assessment was reduced from Rs. 6J per acre to Rs, 2; 
a sum of Rs. 10,000 was sanctioned for the purpose of 
opening out-let roads; the period of 3 years for which 
the assessment of one rupee per acre was levied was ex¬ 
tended to 4 years; and several other minor concessions 
were also granted. Government hope that these liberal 
concessions will induce the ryots to bring fresh lands 
under Cardamom cultivation and to settle down on the 
Hills. . At the request of the Kannan Devan Planters’ 
Association, a grant of Rs. 100 a month was sanctioned 
for the Y^llapatty Dispensary. 

Tea .—The outturn of tea has largely increased, 
being over 7J million lbs, against nearly 6 million lbs. 
in the last year. 

New Products .— Several applications for the 
cultivation of new varieties of cotton and rubber have 
been received and are under consideration. 

14- Public Works. —In connection with the re¬ 
organisation of the Accounts system of the whole State, 
the P. W. Accounts Establishment, which had been 
under the control of the Chief Engineer, was transferred 
,to the Central Account and Audit Office in the latter 
half of the year. This arrangement it is hoped would 
enable the Chief Engineer to pay more attention to the 
projecting and carrying out of public works required for 
the development of the country. 

Another important change effected during the year 
was the transfer, to the Civil Departments concerned, of 
the maintenance of buildings and construction of petty, 
works costing below Rs. 500. These works require little 
or no professional skill and it is unnecessary to burden 
the P. W. D. with them. It is reported that the ne^ 
.'arrangement has already “relieved the P. W. D. staff 
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of a large amount of worry and correspondence with 
other Depsrtments f 

The total expenditure incurred during the year 
amounted to Rs. 20,62,119 and was distributed as fol¬

Under the head of “Buildings”, the construction of 
‘ a Physical Laboratory for His Highness the Maha Rajah’s 
College may be mentioned as an important work sanc¬ 
tioned; Some of the works which were in progress in 
the preceding year, for instance the English High School 
at Parur, the Dispensary at Changanacherry, the north 
and south wings of His Highness the Maha Rajah’s 
College, Trivandrum, and two close prison blocks for the 
Central Prison were completed and handed over for 
occupation. 

Under the main service heads, the highest outlay 
' incurred, about Rs. 8,20,000, was on “Communications”. 
Rs. 79, 564 were spent on the Northern Outlet road from 
.the High Range which is being constructed by the Hannan 
Devan Hills Produce Company. This with the expen¬ 
diture previously incurred, makes up a total Sum of 
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Es. 3,08,530 against the contribution of 4J lakhs of rupees 
promised by His Highness’ Government. Out of the 
tbtal length of 40 miles of the road, 28& miles have been 
completed and handed over by the Company. The Yai- 
kam-Udayamperur road which was commenced a few 
years ago is said to be nearing completion, the expenditure 
incurred on it up to the end of the year being Es. 53,063 
against an estimate of Es. 77, 840. The Kottayam- 
Kumili road has been re-metalled up to near Munda- 
kayom and all tbe wooden bridges except one, up to 
Periyar on tbe line, are reported to have been replaced 
by iron or masonry structures. 

Tbe Chief Engineer says that “ a very large amount 
of work was done in the way of replacing old bridges, 
mostly wooden ones, by more substantial structures” on 
other roads also i. e., 

(1) Iron girder bridge, 9th mile Alwaye to Perum- 

bavur road. 

(2) Bridge, 5th mile Do. Do. 

(3) Do. 4th mile, Alwaye to Edapally road. 

’ (4) Do. 123rd mile Main Central road. 

(5) Iron platform biilge on the 0th mile, Western 

Frontier road. 

(6) Eenewing the truss bridge on the 7(h mile 

Palakozha to Piravom road. 

(7) Bridge 5th mile, Ettumanur-Laiam road. 

(8) Do. 1st mile, Mavelikara to Tiikunnapula road. 

(9) Bridge across the Palace canal at Alleppey. 

(10) Bridges' on the Ayur to Kuiatiiupuia road. 

The canal extension from Kalpalakadavu to Tira- 

vallam commenced in the. year 1077 also made fair pro¬ 
gress. 

The Chief Engineer gives the length of cart roads 
maintained by the Department during the year at 2,192 
miles including 307 miles of Planters’ roacls. In addi¬ 
tion to these cart roads 362 miles of traces, 780 miles of 
village roads and 154 miles of canals and backwaters 
were maintained by the Department. 

Bnder the head of “Miscellaneous Public Improve¬ 
ments” may be mentioned the construction of drains and 
otherWorks for the improvement of drainage in and 
about the Fort in the Capital. 
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Under “ordinary irrigation works” may be men¬ 
tioned the reconstruction of the damaged wings and 
other repairs connected with the Kumari dam in the 
Palayar river. 

Kodayar Project .—With the expenditure incurred 
during the year, the Kodayar Project has cost Es. 
36,43,670. Three-fourths of the concrete work of the 
main dam and the Left Bank Head Sluices were complet¬ 
ed while the Eight Bank Head Sluices were nearly so at 
the close of the year. Water was let down the Left 
Bank Channel in the month of June last but un¬ 
fortunately there were serious slips in more than one 
place. It is feared that the strengthening and in some 
places reconstructing the bank will , involve additional 
heavy expenditure. . This was a great disappointment 
to the Government and to the ryots who were in hopes 
that the supply in the existing channels would be aug¬ 
mented and a continuous flow maintained for the irriga¬ 
tion of Nanjinad and Bdanad. The present Chief 
Engineer is engaged in investigating the best means of 
placing the channel in a safe and fit condition to take 
the required quantity of water to the Puthen Dam. 
Government have issued instructions that all progress 
on the new Tovaia channel should be stopped until the 
supply of water from the Eeservoir to the Puthen Dam 
is assured. 

New lines of communications in North and Central 
Travancore and the improvement of, existing lines are 
under consideration. As a beginning the construction 
of a road from Tiruvella to P'ulikil has been already 
sanctioned. The bridging of the streams on the Main 
Central road where no bridges have yet been provided 
has also been engaging the consideration of Government. 
There are five streams remaining to he bridged-^the 
Periyar and Muvattupula rivers on the 148th and 131st 
■miles respectively and the Eani Manimala and Varattar 
between the 76th and 79th miles of the road. The cost 
of a bridge across the Periyar river will he enormous and 
it is considered that the ferry maintained at the cross¬ 
ing would fully meet the traffic which is inconsiderable. 
*The remaining four bridges are roughly estimated to cost 
•pi lakhs of rupees. The Government must have some 
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return for the heavy initial outlay required for the con¬ 
struction of these bridges and the annual cost of their 
dp-keep in the future. It is therefore proposed to levy 
alight toll at these bridges when they are completed 
and thrown open to traffic. The matter will be further 
considered on receipt of the statistics of traffic at the 
crossings and the detailed estimates for the bridges 
which have been called for from the Chief Engineer. 

The question of a steam-boat service between Tri¬ 
vandrum and Alleppey is still under consideration, but 
before finally deciding the question, reliable data regard¬ 
ing the cost of the improvements required to the whole 
line of water communication between Trivandrum and 
Alleppey have to be obtained. A new Sub-division 
termed “the Canal and Backwater Sub-division” has 
been now formed in view to dealing with the question 
of the improvements needed and it is hoped that the 
Government will be soon in possession of the necessary 
information to arrive at a decision in the matter. 

Marahmat Department .—The expenditure incurred 
by the Marahmat Agencies was Rs. 3,94,998 and was

Under the head of “ Communications ” undertaken 
by the Marahmat Department during the year, the con¬ 
struction of the Perumal'a-Kandala road in the Cardamom 
District may be mentioned as the most important work. 

The construction of the satroms at Suchindram and 
Police buildings at Oodumpanshola and Munaar are 
some of the important works under the head of “ Build¬ 
ings ” which were in progress or completed during the 
year. The conversion of the old Taluk Cutcherry build¬ 
ing at Ettumanur into a satrorn w r as also sanctioned in 
the year. 

Under the head “ Miscellaneous ” the following are 
some of the large works undertaken by the Marahmaf 
Department:— • 
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The restoration of the Teppakolem tanks at Padma- 
nabhapuram, Parakkay and Tirupadisaram, the draining 
and cleaning of the Sreevarahom tank at the Capital 
and the Mullakkal tank at Alleppey and the improve¬ 
ment of the tank at Kadinankulam. ^ 

The completion of certain wells in the Southern 
Division partially sunk by private individuals and the 
construction of some new ones were also taken in hand 
by the Department. 

Travancore Branch, 8. I. Railway .—The Bailway 
line from Shencottah to Punalore was opened on the 
26th November 1904. Through communication Was 
thus established between Tinnevelly and Quilon, afford¬ 
ing greater facilities for traffic. The guaranteed interest 
paid by the State during the year amounted to Bh. Bs. 
2,78,157-10-1, the rate of interest being 3J per cent. 

15, Anchal. —The number of Anchal offices re¬ 
mained the same as in the previous year viz. 150, while 
that of letter boxes rose from 179 to 185. Nearly 55 
lakhs of covers, official and private, passed through 
the Anchal offioes during the year. It is satisfactory to 
note that the Anchal Hundi system is becoming mom 
and more popular, nearly: 73,000 hundis having been 
issued during the year. To afford additional facilities 
to the public the postage on parcels was reduced from 4 
to 3 chuckrams for the first 20 tolas and 2 chuckrams 
for every additional 20 tolas, 

16. Devaswoms— The management of the Deva- 
swom Department which is one of the most important 
departments in the State and on which between 6 and 7 
lakhs of rupees are annually spent was one of the sub-, 
jects that received considerable attention during the year 
under report. Two measures of importance were adopted 
by Government which are calculated to remove the 
existing abuses and place the management of these 
ancient institutions on a satisfactory footing. You will 
doubtless have noticed from the several proceedings of 
Government recently published in the Gazette how 
complicated the question of purificatory ceremonies in 
temples has become, whether viewed from the stand¬ 
point of public finances or of private rights. Var¬ 
ious issues have been raised, particularly in refer- 
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ence to the summary procedure adopted in levying 
%e ■ cost of : the ceremonies from the parties who may 
be thought to be liable. Government being convinced' 
of the necessity for having these questions investigated 
and a set of clear rules laid down as to what constitutes 
pollution and what are, the ceremonies necessary for 
purification and what scale of expenditure should be 
adopted for such ceremonies, have appointed Mr. A. 
Bamier, Assistant Peishkar, to conduct the necessary 
enquiry. He has been directed to consult the Tantries 
and Santies qualified to give an opinion on the subject 
and record their opinions with the authorities on which 
they are based, to verify their statements by reference 
to temple and other records and also ascertain the 
practice prevailing in the different temples and to submit 
a report on the whole question. The preliminary data 
are being collected and the regular investigation will 
soon be started. 

The other measure adopted refers to the question of 
Padivus or scale of expenditure for the daily and extra¬ 
ordinary and periodical services and ceremonies in 
temples—a matter in which the responsibility of the 
State is even greater and more direct. The present 
scale is based upon the rates and details fixed nearly a 
century ago. The quantities were fixed for each article 
as well as the prices. No revision of rates or quantities 
has been made during the 100 years that have elapsed 
since they were fixed and the result is that owing to the 
steady rise in prices it is not possible to supply the 
actual quantities fixed in the scale but the fiction of 
their being so supplied is kept up by false entries in the 
accounts^ the only concern of the authorities being to 
see that the total allotment is not exceeded. 1 No check 
or control worth the name is exercised in respect of this 
expenditure and what is more there is no record ready 
to hand for reference when a question arises as to what 
the sanctioned scale is for any particular institution. 
That this system gives rise to abuses and malpractices 
is well-known and the Government have always felt the 
necessity for putting things in order. If we go back to. 
the history of these institutions and the circumstances 
which .led to the assumption of the temples by the State 



it will be found' that a grave responsibility rests. on the 
Government in this matter. It will not be denied that 
there have been considerable variations in the circum¬ 
stances of the institutions during the past 100 years. 
Before any action can be taken it is necessary to as¬ 
certain exactly what the details of the old. padivu are, 
and the work of investigation and compilation has been 
entrusted to Mr. Chempakaraman Pillai, Melalutu Pillai 
in the Huzur Jamabundy Department. After this work 
is completed it will be possible to find out how far the 
old scale is suited to the present time, what modifica¬ 
tions may be made in the best interests of the institu¬ 
tions and how the financial side of the question is to be 
dealt with. 

While these reforms are calculated to secure more 
effectual financial control and consequent economy in 
the management of these institutions they will be at¬ 
tended also with the different ceremonies and services 
being performed in greater conformity with Sastras and 
the Tantras prescribed for each institution. 

Id the carrying out of these important measures, 
Government fully rely upon the hearty co-operation of 
the Tantries who are gentlemen of much learning and 
culture. 

Another measure of importance was the provision 
made during the year for the more efficient management 
of the important and richly endowed temples at Yaikom 
and Oodayanapuram. Fraud and peculation and false 
accounts were the inevitable evils of getting these insti¬ 
tutions. managed by low-paid servants without proper 
supervision and check. A better system of management 
has been introduced. Government trust .that the 
arrangements now made will lead to the property of 
these temples being better conserved and the prescribed 
services more satisfactorily attended to. 

17. Separate Revenue. —An important measure 
in connection with the Piravagay or Separate. Re¬ 
venue Department which had been long under the con¬ 
sideration of the Government was adopted during the 
year. The Piravagay Department which used to ad¬ 
minister the revenue under Salt, Abkari, Customs, 
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Tobacco, Opium and Ganja, Marine, Arms and Am* 
munition amounting to more than 45 per cent of the 
tcJtal revenue of the State, was re-organized and placed 
on a more satisfactory footing. The Dewan Peishkara 
in addition to their various other duties had to supervise 
no? only the collection of the revenue of this Depart¬ 
ment but also the administration of the rules and regu¬ 
lations framed for the protection of such revenue. With 
a view to afford relief to the Peishkars and for the proper 
future administration of these important items of reve¬ 
nue under a uniform and definite policy in the interests • 
of both the Government and the general public, His 
Highness the Maha Bajah was pleased to sanction the 
organization of a separate Excise Department/working 
under the control of a special officer styled the “ Excise 
Commissioner ”. 

The functions of this Department are the super¬ 
vision of the tobacco, customs, and salt offices .and 
distilleries and the prevention of smuggling of salt, 
opium, ganja, tobacco and arrack and illicit tapping for 
toddy and arrack, distillation of arrack and unautho¬ 
rised growth of the ganja and tobacco plants; the 
examination of tobacco, salt, opium and arrack shops 
and generally to develop, eolleot and protect the items- 
of revenue above referred to and to administer the rules 
and regulations framed for the collection, and protection 
of such revenue. 

The practical working of the new Department 
belongs to the current year. One notable change made 
in regard to the administration of one of the items of 
revenue of this Department,'bis. opium and ganja, was 
the introduction of the Excise system. Under . this 
system this item is expected to yield an additional 
revenue of Bs. 45,000. The excise system in regard 
to Abkari is already in force in the two Southern 
Divisions, and when the present Abkari contract expires 
in the two Northern Divisions, it will be introduced 
in those Divisions also. 

Salt .—The total quantity of home-made, Bombay 
and Tinnevelly salt available for issue was 11,30,931 
maunds. The sales were 7,83,547 maunds as against 



1,49,142 maunds in 1079. Though there was an increase 
in the sales to the extent of 34,405 maunds the revenue 
amounted to ©hly Rs. 17,90,062 or Rs. 1,37,775 less 
than in the previous year owing to the reduction, in 
the selling price from Bs. 2J to Bs. 2 permaund during 
the latter part of the year. 

Some-made salt .—Besides the existing Allams vie. 
those at Tamarakulam, Rajakkamangalam and Variyoor, 
the old Golachel Allam which was resuscitated was 
also worked during the year. The total out-turn from 
all the above Allams was 1,78,461 maunds. 

Customs .—During the year export duty on prepared 
palmyra fibre was reduced from 2| to 1 per cent and the 
tariff value thereon from Bs. 15 to Bs. 12J per ewt. 

18. Sanitation. During the past year, the number 
of births registered was 58,657 and that of deaths 42,243. 
i,55,655 persons were vaccinated during the year, of 
whom over 13,000 were infants. 

The year was quite free from cholera; but there 
was a mild out-break of small-pox in the Northern 
Division. 

A Bill to amend the Towns Conservancy and Im¬ 
provement Regulation is shortly to be introduced in the 
Legislative Council. The unlimiced appropriation of 
the funds of the State, for the conservancy and improve¬ 
ment of towns is wrong in principle and unfair to the 
general tax-payer. With a view to introduce Municipal 
Government in the towns it is proposed to establish 
Municipal Councils, as far as possible on an electoral 
basis, to invest these bodies with power to raise the 
necessary funds and to make them responsible for the 
proper sanitation of the urban areas entrusted to their 
care. 

19. Medical Belief. —The number of permanent 
medical institutions remained the same as in the pre¬ 
vious year, viz. 22 Hospitals, 20 Dispensaries, 2 Asylums 
for lunatics and lepers and 8 grant-in-aid institutions. 
The total number of in-patients treated during the year 
was over 16,000 and of out-patients over 7,00,000. .Both 
HgUres show increases over those for the previous year. 
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A medical conference was held in July 1905. As 
the outcome of the conference the Weekly and Bi-weekly 
Dispensaries were abolished as they werd found to serve 
no useful purpose. The rules regarding - the admission 
to ,and promotion in the grade of Assistant and Sub- 
Assistant Surgeons were better defined and the status 
of these officers was improved. The designation of the 
Apothecaries in the Superior Grade (Graduates) was 
changed to “Sub-Assistant Surgeons”. It was also 
decided to place the Maternity and the Women and 
Children’s Hospitals under the control of the Lady 
Doctor. The opening of a Dispensary at Karamanay 
and of an Ophthalmic Hospital at the Capital were also 
sanctioned. These proposals will be given effect to 
during the current year. 

At the suggestion of the Et. Bev. Dr. Benziger, 
Bishop of Quilon, it has been decided to entertain 8 Nurs¬ 
ing Sisters in the Medical Department. 

Veterinary Hospital .—269 cases were admitted for 
treatment during the year. There was an outbreak of 
glanders in the town and two horses were destroyed 
under special arrangements, and the private stables are 
now being regularly inspected. : 

20. Public Instruction— The total number of 
schools in 1080 was 3,630 and the total number of schol¬ 
ars 1,95,999 as against 3,727 and 1,97,385 respectively 
in 1079. While Government and Aided Schools have 
increased by 97 with 4,345 scholars, the private unaid¬ 
ed schools have decreased by 194 with 5,731 scholars, re¬ 
sulting in a net reduction of 97 schools and 1,386 scholars 
from those of the previous year. The gradual decline of 
the private unaided schools has been a noteworthy feat¬ 
ure of the last few years and is a matter rather for satis¬ 
faction than for regret. For, it shews, as was explained 
in last year’s address, that the unscientific instruction 
imparted in the pial schools by the old Asans is giving 
place to the better training given in Government and 
Aided Schools. 

The percentage of pupils under instruction to the* 
total population was 6-6 which compares favourably 



with 1-99 in Mysore, 3 - 0 in all British India, 3-09 in 
Madras, 4-0 in Bengal and 6-2 in Bombay. r 

The expenditure on Education in 1080 was 9-56 per 
cent of the total revenue. In Baroda the percentage is 
6-5, Bengal 1T7, Bombay T44 and Madras 1'33. 

Taking IS per cent of the total population as repre¬ 
senting the total school-going population, the percentage 
of boys under instruction to male population of school- 

a age is 66'4 and of girls under instruction to female 
ation of school-going age is 21-6 in Travancore as 
compared with 26-6 and 4-6 respectively for Madras, 
25 - 95 and 4-83 for Bombay, 28'25 and 2-26 for Bengal 
and 21-77 and 4-05 for Mysore. 

In the year under review, the Government institu- 
■ tions were 3 Colleges with 307 students, 7 English High 
Schools with 2,867 pupils, 22 English Middle Schools 
with 2,798 pupils, 351 Boys’ Vernacular Schools with 
39,924 pupils and 68 Girls’ Vernacular Schools with 
7,202 pupils. Besides the above, there were 8 Special 
schools, having on their rolls 375 students. The 
Aided institutions were 16 English High Schools with 
5,451 pupils, 21 English Middle Schools with 2,756 
pupils, 1,064. Vernacular Schools with 52,727 pupils and 
16 other institutions with 537 students. There were 
thus during the year 1,576 institutions either entirely 
or partly maintained from State funds, which gives on 
an average more than 50 schools to each taluk. 

Female Education .—The total number of girls un¬ 
der instruction in 1080 was 47,570, that is, 1,238 more 
than in 1079. It is 13'2 per cent of the school-going 
girl population between the ages of 5 and 15, as compare 
ed with 12-8 in the previous year. 

In the Normal School for Female Teachers, there 
were 13 students under training viz.,, 3 for English Nor¬ 
mal Certificates and the rest for Vernacular Higher and 
Lower ■Certificates. These students will complete their 
course during the current year and a fresh batch will be 
admitted for training early next January. 

« i Frwndnj Edumti&n .—-In the year under report, 
-them were 1,80,340 pupils in the Primary Department, 



which is 92 per cent of the total number under, instate? 
tion and 46’5 per cent of the population between the 
ages of 5 and 10. The number of pupils in the Primary 
Department in 1079 was 1,83,328. The decrease in the 
number of pupils was due to the decrease in the number 
of private unaided schools noticed above, which affected 
chiefly the Primary Schools in the State. 

Education of'Backward Glasses. —In pursuance qf 
the policy of Government explained in last year’s ad¬ 
dress, Government have .awarded full salary grants to 
201 schools to an aggregate amount of Bs. 17,124 per 
annum. Government have also opened 20 Special 
schools for the education of these classes. There were 
5,591 backward class pupils under instruction, distribut¬ 
ed as follows

Four Normal Schools were opened during the year 

at Kottar, Trivandrum, Quilon and Eottayam, for the 
training of teachers for backward class schools, and 58 
students were under training in these institutions and 
were in receipt of stipends from Government. These 
students will complete tbeir course by the end of the 
current academic year, when they will be sent out to 
teach backward class schools and a fresh batch taken 
in their stead for training. 

Technical Education,— There were 12 Technical 
Schools receiving aid from Government and imparting 
instruction in the various branches of Engineering, In¬ 
dustrial and Commercial subjects. The most important 
among them was the Sree Mula Bama Yarma Technical 
Institute at Nagercoil to which Government have allow¬ 
ed a monthly grant of Bs. 455. 

The Industrial School of Arts at Trivandrum had 
15 apprentices under training. Several articles were 
sent up ’from this institution for the Bombay Industrial* 
and Agricultura Exhibition, and for the. Exhibition held 
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at the Bast End of London. Articles worth. Es. 1,000 
were sold, and gold and bronze medals were won £,t 
the former Exhibition. 

Technical Scholarships. —Besides the Medical and 
Technical scholarships in Europe to which reference was 
made in last year’s address, Government have granted 
a scholarship to a student in the Victoria Jubilee' Tech¬ 
nical Institute at Bombay to study cotton manufacture, 
to another in the Poona College of Science to study for 
the B. Sc. and L. C. E. Degree Examinations, and to a 
third in the Engineering College at Madras to read for 
the B. E. Degree Examination. 

Agricultural Education— As stated in last year’s 
address, instruction both in the theory and practice of 
agriculture is now being given in the Agricultural De¬ 
monstration Earn to the students of the Normal School 
for Male Teachers. 

His Highness the Maha Bajah's College and High 
School, Trivandrum. —There were in the year under 
report 2D0 students in the College classes and 683 in 
the High School.

In the College Department the expenditure amount¬ 
ed to Es. 58,219 and the income from fees to Es. 9,379, 
thus entailing a net cost to Government of Es. 48,840 
or Es. 244-2 per head. In the High School Depart¬ 
ment, the fee income exceeded the expenditure 'by 
Es. 1,543. 

Two new wings have been added to the main building 
of the institution, which provide a much needed relief to 
the previous congested state of the class rooms. 

•i The Law College.— The scheme referred to in last 
year’s address by which the College was to have been 
made a self-supporting one has not been given full 
"effect to, owing to the non-provision elsewhere in the 
service, for one of the Permanent Professors of thq 



College. The income from fees amounted to Es. 10,857 
and the expenditure to Es. 14,435. The institution has 
thus cost Government Es. 8,579 or Es. 35-08 per student. 

The strength of the College fell from 120 to 102 
which is attributed by the officiating Principal “ to the 
absence of proper hostels and residential quarters for 
students as well as to the increased rate of fees ” levied 
from January last.

Girls' College .—Ijast year there were 5 students in 
the College and 405 girls in the High School Depart¬ 
ment as against ’4 and 419 respectively during the pre¬ 
vious year. It is satisfactory to note that one student 
passed from the College in the First-in-Arts Examina¬ 
tion, and she is the first Fair lady in Travancore who 
has become an Undergraduate. Of the two ladies who 
passed the Matriculation Examination, one is also a 
Fair lady, who is now prosecuting her studies in the 
College for the F. A. Examination. The total net 
expenditure incurred in connection with this institution 
was Es. 18,743 or Es. 45-8 per head. 

The Banshii College—Them were 197 students in 
1080 against 180 in the year previous. 26 candidates 
appeared: for and 19 passed the tests in Sanskrit com 
ducted by the Board of Examiners appointed by Govern¬ 
ment. The cost to Government on account of the 
institution was Es. 9,160 against Rs. 8,833 in the year 
previous. 

The ’Reformatory .—There were only 5 inmates at 
the end of 1080 against 10 in 1079. The institution 
cost Government Rs. 1,423 against Es. 2,411 in 1079. 

Museum■ and Public Gardens .-—The Museum was 
visited by over 2 lakhs of people during the year. A 
dolphin purchased from the local fishermen was identi¬ 
fied by the authorities of the British Museum, as a* 
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specimen hitherto unrecorded in the Indian Ocean, 
having been found previously only in the North Pacific: 
Ocean. 

Owing to a number of applications for gardeners 
from the general public, the Director proposes to start 
a class for gardeners who for a small fee will be trained 
and wheD fit be granted a certificate. • 

21. State Life Insurance— 420 proposals were 
received and 9 deaths registered during the year. A 
sum of Rs. 852 was paid as bonus, the total payments 
up to the end of the year amounting to Rs. 4,419. 

22. Mining. —In 1080 as in the previous year 
there were three mines working in plumbago, A sum 
of B. Es, 6,875 was realised by Government during the 
year in the shape of royalty and export duty. 

23. Finance—Last year I gave you a brief des¬ 
cription of the system of Finance and Accounts that 
was thereto followed and pointed out what its main 
defects were and how unsuited it was to the require¬ 
ments of a progressive administration conducted on 
modern lines. I also gave you an account of the steps 
taken to remedy those defects and of the changes and 
improvements proposed to he carried out during the 
year that has passed. 

I now give below a brief account of the progress 
made up to date under the four main heads of the 
proposed Bystem of Finance and Accounts referred to in 
my last year’s address. 

i. Treasury Procedure .—In addition to the general 
Circular orders issued at the commencement of the year, 
several departmental orders were issued from time to 
time for the guidance of the Treasuries. The various 
departments of Government, the Account Office and the 
Treasuries have now understood them fairly well and 
have been following them with a very fair amount of 
success. These orders and circulars.-require only to 
be codified and issued in a handy form which will 
be done during the current year. A complete set 
of rules relating to Salary, Leave, Pension and Tra¬ 
velling Allowance intended for the guidance of. all 
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officers employed in tire Civil Administration of the 
State and for the Andit Office in examining and adjudg¬ 
ing the personal claims of these officers under those 
heads has been compiled and. issued. These, new Civil 
Service Eegulations have come into effect from the com¬ 
mencement of this year. 

ii. Procedure in the Central Account and Audit 
Office—This office has been thoroughly overhauled and 
reorganised and the duties and responsibilities of officers 
and subordinates clearly defined and printed rules sup¬ 
plied to them. Codification of these rules relating to 
Accounts and Audit will also be taken up during the 
current year* 

iii. Budget Procedure. —The budgets for 1080 and 

1081 have been prepared in an improved form as adopted 
elsewhere and budget control and audit were enforced 
during the past year though not to the full extent 
required. A set of definite rules regarding budget pro¬ 
cedure and audit has been drawn np and will be shortly 
printed and' issued for the guidance of all officers con¬ 
cerned. • 

iv. Buies in regard to Financial responsibility and 
control. —For most of the departments, there is no fixed 
scale of graded officers and of the executive and minis^ 
terial establishments. Appointments are abolished and 
the pay distributed in individual promotions. Men borne 
on one establishment are made to work in another and 
draw their pay from the former. The powers of sanc¬ 
tion of Heads of Departments, ■ Divisions and Offices 
in regard to appointment, promotions, leave, &c., have 
yet to be defined. It has not been found possible to 
show much progress under this head during the last 
year. As already stated the. Central Account and Audit 
Office has been reorganised with a scale of officers and 
men and a Financial Secretariat created. A scheme for 
organising a Bevenue and General Secretariat has just 
been sanctioned by His Highness. The departments 
of Salt, Excise, Customs and Marine were amalgamated 
and. constituted into a separate department styled the 
“Excise Department.”. After all the other departments 
have also been taken up one after another and a scale of 



officers with suitable grades and of establishments with 
suitable number and pay is fixed for each according 
to its min iTturm requirements, the necessary rules re¬ 
garding administrative and financial responsibilities and 
control and powers of sanction will be framed and 
issued. , 

In addition to these reforms of which I gave you a 
forecast last year, the audit and compilation of the 
accounts of the Forest and Public Works Departments 
has been transferred to the Central Account and Audit 
Office. The Court fees which were collected in cash 
directly by the Courts concerned are now being levied 
by means of stamps, and a Stamp Department with a 
Superintendent of Stamps^ a Central Depot at the 
Huzur Treasury, a branch Depot at each Taluk Treasury 
and a Stamp manufactory has been organised, with the 
duties and responsibilities of each definitely laid down 
in printed rules. 

Having briefly indicated how far the introduction 
of a new system of Finance and Accounts hhs progressed 
and what remains to be done, I now proceed to lay 
before you the following statements of the receipts and 
expenditure of the past year prepared in an improved 
form. The figures are final ones arrived at after due 
audit and all adjustments made. 



GENERAL ABSTRACT OF REVENUE AND RECEIPTS. 
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The Financial Statement for the last year (1079) 
which I placed before you showed a receipt of Es. 
b,01,98,462 and an expenditure of Es. 1,05,16,587, The 
figures were, as I stated, only approximate. The cor¬ 
rect figures according to the Financial Statement pub¬ 
lished in the Administration Eeport are Es. 1,02,01,853 
and Es. 1,06,24,320 whjle you will find the corresponding 
figures in the Statement given above to be Es. 98,57,663 
and Es. 1,02,80,130. Some explanation is therefore 
necessary for the reduction of Es. 3,44,190 on both sides 
of the account. 

You are aware that the sale of salt is carried on by 
Government Agency at uniform rates throughout the 
State at what are called Salt Bankshalls and the entire 
sale proceeds including duty was hitherto credited as 
Salt Eevenue, while the cost price of salt at the local 
pans, cost of import of Bombay Salt by sea, cost of in¬ 
land transport to the Bankshalls and the cost of establish¬ 
ments therein maintained for conduct of sale were debi¬ 
ted per contra to service payments under Salt Depart¬ 
ment. In my opinion the excise and import duties on 
Local and Bombay salt, fines, forfeitures, &c., should 
alone be credited as Salt Eevenue, and Eefunds and 
drawbacks, if any, and the cost of establishment main¬ 
tained for the protection, and collection of such duty, 
fines, forfeitures, should alone-find place under service 
payments, the other items of cost referred to being 
debited under Debt Head as Salt Advances to be adjusted 
by' the difference between the duty and the price at 
which salt was sold, and any unadjusted balance at 
the end of the year being credited or debited to Govern¬ 
ment account as profit or loss on sale of salt as the case 
may be. Since 1080 this separation of the fiscal from 
the business portion of the Salt administration has been 
adopted and the accounts of 1079,have been accordingly 
recast and entered in the accompanying Budget for 
facility of comparison. Hence the reduction above 
referred to. 

Having accounted for this nominal fall on both sides 
of the. account for 1079,1 now proceed to explain the 
variations between the actuals of 1080 and 1079 and 



between the actuals, of 1080 and the sanctioned Budget 
of 1081. 

RECEIPTS. 

T. GENERAL PUBLIC SERVICE. 

A. PRINCIPAL HEADS OF 'REVENUE. 

(i) Land Revenue.— The iall of Es, 89,600 as 
compared with 1079 was due to the abolition of the 'Vi- 
ruthy servioe fund in the middle of the year and partial 
remission on account of drought in Southern Division. 
A still smaller figure has been taken for the budget of 
1081 as no more collections under the above fund will 
be made during this year. 

(ii) Balt. —The duty was Es. 2 throughout 1079 
while it continued at that rate for only 7§ months of 
1080 and was reduced to 11 for the remaining portion of 

■ the year. The estimate for 1081 is based on the lower 
rate. Hence the fall. 

(iii) Excise. —There was a fall of 1 lakh in duty 
on Jaffna tobacco and of Es. 90,000 under country 
liquor both due to unfavorable season and probably also 

■ to*want of sufficient protection against smuggling .and 
illicit distillation. Now that a separate Department has 
been organised and the sale of opium and ganja placed 
on an improved footing, Es. 20,70,000, the sum that 
was realised in 1079, has been budgeted for 1081. 

(iv) Customs. —The fall is entirely in exports. With 
more efficient protection and larger anticipated exports, 
it is expected that the actuals of 1079 may be very nearly 
reached in 1081. 

• (v) Marine. —The differences call for no remarks. 

(v : ) Cardamom .—With the concessions recently 
granted it is hoped that the industry will develop itself 
gradually. ’ 

(vii) Forests.— The' fall of Es. 36,788 during 1080 is 
reported to be due to slack demand and stoppage of 
retail sales at the Depots. Better results are anticipated 
for 1081. 

. (viil) Stamps. —The increase is greater portipmipow- 
nah - The, court-fees which were collected entirely in 
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cash and credited to Law and Justice in 1079 were so 
collected and credited only for seven months in 1080; 
and for the remaining months the collection was in court- 
fee stamps and credited under this head.' Taking both 
Stamps and Law and Justice (Courts of Law,) together, 
the actual increase in 1030 was Rs. 10,433—(11,25,568 
—11,15,135), Eor 1081 Rs. 10,80,000 under Stamps and 
Rs. 28,000 under Law and Justice have been estimated. 

(ix) Registration .—The revenue is steadily increasing 
though at a small rate. 

B. RECEIPTS BY CIVIL DEPARTMENTS. 

The variations under Law and Justice “Courts of 
Law ” are nominal and due to the introduction of court 
fee stamps as explained under stamps. 

The only other noticeable variations are under Mint, 
due to large copper coins having been minted in 1079 
and since stopped, reminting of withdrawn silver chuck- 
rums having been taken up instead, and under Educa¬ 
tion, Science, Arts and Minor Departments,, owing to 
omission from both sides of the account of the receipt 
and expenditure on account of book-depfit and sinffiar 
items which should properly be treated as business con¬ 
cerns and will he so dealt with under Debt-Heads of ac¬ 
count from 1081. Under Devaswoms and Oottupurahs 
the variations are. nominal, the procedure hitherto ad¬ 
opted being to charge the whole amount of sanctioned 
scale as expenditure and to take credit of the unspent 
balance at the end of the year as Revenue under these 
heads. Since the new system of auditing and account¬ 
ing has been introduced, the unspent balance of one month 
is short drawn in the bill for next month, and only the 
actual expenditure is hooked. The receipts under Public 
Works Department were abnormal during 1080. 
c. miscellaneous. 

The large variations under this head are also nomi¬ 
nal and due to change in account procedure. Under 
the old system all advances made were charged off in the 
account as expenditure and the recoveries made were, 
credited under the same head as income. Under the new 



system the debits and credits on this account are taken 
to the Debt-Heads of Account, balances struck at the end 
of the year, duly verified and carried forward to the 
following year as the opening balance of that year on 
this account. The recoveries made during 1080 out of 
the advances made prior to that year have therefore been 
credited under this head and a new advance account has 
been opened from the beginning of the year to be dealt 
with as described above. 

II. FINANCIAL SERVICE. 

The receipts under this service comprise interest 
on arrears of land and other Revenue, on Loans, &e., 
and profit on investments in Government of India 
Pro-notes, interest realised on such investments and 
on the current and fixed deposits with Messrs. Arbuth- 
not & Co., and Madras Bank. The main source being 
the interest on Government of India Pro-notes, the 
income under this head must suffer diminution as long 
as the total of yearly transactions under all services 
continues to result in deficits. Six lakhs of rupees have 
hid to he recently sold to meet the requirements of 
the current year. 

HI. COMMERCIAL AND INDUSTRIAL SERVICE. 

The variations are small and do not call for any 
special remarks. 

Summary.- --Tiia total income under all services 
falls short of that of 1019 by Rs. 3,58,818, mostly owing 
to the abolition of Yiruthy Service Bund and partial 
remission of Land Tax, reduction in Salt duty and 
fall in Excise and Customs. 

The budget of 1081 falls short of the actuals of 
1080 by Rs. 1,74,845 for the reason that .the fifty- 
thousand, and odd rupees realized in 1080 under Yi¬ 
ruthy service fund will not recur in 1081 and the duty 
on Salt will have to.be realized at the lower rate 
. throughout the year instead of only for 44 months as 
in 1080. 



EXPENDITURE. 

’ GENERAL PUBLIC SERYICE. 

X. Direct demand on Revenue .—Increases appear 
under all Reads except Customs, Stamps and Registra¬ 
tion. 

Land Revenue .—The increase is made up as 
follows 

Rs. 23,000 due to transfer of £th share of the 
Property Establishment also to Law and Justice in 
the accounts of 1079. 

Rs. 25,000 under Revenue Settlement due to the 
entertainment of additional establishment for six months 
to push on with the work and to the preparation of 
settlement registers. Eor the preparation of these regis¬ 
ters additional provision has been made in the Budget 
for 1081 and accounts mainly for the excess of Rs. 
27,287 over the actuals of 1080. 

Salt .—The increase of Rs. 28,000 over the actuals 
of 1079 is due entirely to the increase in the loss refer¬ 
red to in para 18 on sale of salt in bankshalls. As 
remarked in the same para the accounts of the trans¬ 
action? connected with the business or commercial 
portion of Salt administration were not hitherto kept 
separate from the fiscal portion and the selling' prices 
adjusted from time to time as they ought to be according 
to periodical increases of the market price of Salt, 
increases on account of cost of sea and inland trans¬ 
port, gunny bags, establishment and contingencies. 
The margin of 8 annas fixed 30 years ago to meet 
the above charges continued to be adopted unaltered 
with the inevitable result that this margin,fixed when 
salt could be had for Rs. 35 for 100 maunds instead 
df Rs. 49 as at present and the general rates of wages 
were perhaps 25 to 30 per cent less than those now- 
prevailing, is now found quite inadequate to make both 
ends meet. The existing system of sale of salt was 
therefore carefully reviewed and an improved one that 
will' satisfy the interests of both the Government and 
of the consumers of salt has recently been introduced. 
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No loss on this account is therefore anticipated in 1081 
and none has been provided for in the Budget of 'that 
year. 

Excise , Customs and Marine— These items do not 
call for any remarks. 

Cardamom .—The excess of the actuals of 1080 
over those of 1079 is Rs. 7,500. This is due mainly 
to Rs. 5,300 which were charged to Excise up to 1079 
being debited to Cardamom in 1080. The balance is 
due to excess under supplies and services. 

The grant for 1081 is Rs. 7,570 less than the actuals 
of 1080 and is due to savings under supplies and 
services. ■ 

Forest .—Excesses appear, 9,000 Rs. under conser¬ 
vancy and .works, 6,000 Rs. under communications and 
buildings, and Rs. 9,000 under organization, improve¬ 
ment and extension of Forests. 

Stamps and Registration .—The differences are not 
noticeable. 

SALARIES AND EXPENSES OF DEPARTMENTS. 

Law and Justice (Courts of Law ).—The saving of 
Rs. 31,000 is due mainly to the omission of £ share of the 
cost of the Proverty Establishment which was charged 
to this head in 1079 and which is not . a legitimate 
charge as the Provertikars perform no judicial functions. 
For 1081 an additional grant of Rs. 11,000 has been 
made- on account of sanctioned increase of salaries to 
Puisne Judges of the High Court, petty construction 
and repairs which were wholly carried out by the P. W. E. 
and part of which has now been transferred to this 
service, and small increases to other minor fluctuating 
items. 

Law and Justice (Jails ).—The savings,are under 
supplies and services and police guard. The' grant for 
1081 has been reduced by 3,900 Rs. under fluctuating 
charges viz. supplies and services and contingencies. 

Palace— Calls for no remarks, 
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"Elephant and, Horse Establishment. —The variations 
aye very small and need no notice. 

General Administration. —The increase of 36,000 
Es. is due to the salary of the Financial Adviser and 
his establishment Es. 12,500, to increased scale of 
Dewan’s salary drawn for 12 months in 1080 against 
4 months in 1079 (4,000 Es) to the transfer of the charges 
under honorarium to the members of Legislative Council, 
purchase of books, maps, &o., contributions to associa¬ 
tions, clubs, &o., and Sri Mulam Popular Assembly 
amounting in all to Es. 19,700 from “ Miscellaneous ” to 
which they were debited in 1079. The grant for 1081 
falls short of the accounts of 1080 by 12,000 Es. 

Stationery and Printing.—The excess of Es. 37,000 
over the actual of 1079 is made up as follows:— 

36,000 Es. under supplies and services, due to 
large expenditure of stationery for the Account and 
Financial forms newly introduced and for Bevenue 
Settlement Eegisters and forms and 1,000 Es. under 
printing due to the same cause. 

In the Budget of 1081, the provision is short by 
Es. 37,000 of the actuals of 1080. 

Mint. —The saving of 23,000 Es. was due mainly 
to the stoppage of minting copper coins, for which cop¬ 
per discs were purchased ana imported from England. 
As in future only withdrawn silver chuckrams will be 
minted the grant for 1081 has been fixed at 22,700 Es. 
including all losses incidental to melting and recoining. 

Police. —The excess of 11, 000 Es. is due to in¬ 
crements to salaries of officers and pay of establish¬ 
ment earned and also to the' Police guard at the Jails 
being wholly charged to this service. The grant for 
1081 is Es. 2,47,400—Es. 2,000 short of the actuals 
of 1080. 

Education. —The excess of 32,000 Es. was on the fol¬ 
lowing items:—

The grant for 1081 has been fixed at Rs. 6,53,400— 
18,000 Rs. in excess of the actuals of 1080, i. e. 10,000 
Rs. on account of increments earned and 8,000 Rs. to 
the Boys’ College and High School for Physical appara¬ 
tus to the Laboratory. 

Science , Arts and Minor Departments .—The excess 
of 19,000 Rs. is the net of small excesses and savings 
of “ 18, Minor Departments ” and does not call for 
special notice. • ' ,

The grant for 1081 has been fixed at Rs. 4,30,600— 
32,473 Rs. short of the actuals of 1080 as the extraord¬ 
inarily high charges under supplies and services 6f 1080 
are not anticipated to recur in 1081, ■ 
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Devaswotm .—The variations are very trifling. 

, OoiiujMrahs .—The excess is rather large, due to 
increase in prices. The grant for 1081 has been fixed at 
about the same figure as the actuals of 1079. In regard 
to these institutions and Devaswoms both of which 
cost between 10 and 11 lakhs of rupees, there is no 
definite scale in a handy form and the expenditure is. 
admitted without any sufficient • audit and control. 
Special arrangements have been made for the purpose 
of collecting necessary data and compiling a complete 
scale for all fixed charges and also for special charges on 
account of occasional purification ceremonies of all 
kinds. Two officers have been specially deputed for the 
work and are . now busily engaged in it as explained in 
para ,17 above. ■ 

.Military .—The increase of 9,468 Es. was partly 
due to increase, partly in salaries and partly.in supplies 
and services. Additional grants have been provided for 
in the Budget for 1081. under supplies and services 
(Purchase of arms and ammunition) and account for 
the increase of Es. 14,583. 

-Public WorJcii , ordinary .—taie large savings of Rs. 
1,77,597 were due mainly to lapses and partly to the 
transfer of .Petty construction and repairs to the Civil 
Departments concerned as, explained in para 14—Public 
Works. For 1081'the grant has been reduced still 
further by Es. 72,403 which was found possible by a 
reduction of the grants to the annual repairs of the 
Main Southern road, and to the improvement of Quilon- 
Shencottah road, the traffic on both of which must have 
appreciably diminished owing to the opening of the 
Railway to Quilon and of the grants for new works to 
be projected and sanctioned during the year. 

C. Miscellaneous .—This is a fluctuating' service 
having . to provide for all extraordinary and unforeseen 
charges—the only fixed item being British Subsidy. 
The budget for 1081 provides Es. 400,000 for Mura- 
japom and Es. 50,000 for Bis Highness’ tour to Madras 
referred to. in para 25 below. 

FINANCIAL SERVICE. 

Profit or Loss on. Burplm Investinents.^Uniei 
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this head all losses in the purchase or sale of Govern¬ 
ment of India Promissory Notes by way of premium or 
discount, all brokerage exchange, <fcc., paid on such sales 
or purchases, income tax on interest realized and com¬ 
mission and other charges in connection with the account 
with Messrs. Arbuthnot & Co. are charged. The increase 
is small and needs no special explanation. In the 
Budget for 1081 proyision for losses on sale of 6 lakhs of 
Government of India paper referred to above and for 
the usual commission, brokerage, &c., has been made and 
accounts for the increase of 15,000 Bs. over the actuals 
of 1080. 

COMMERCIAL AND INDUSTRIAL SERVICE. 

The Binances of the Anchal or Post Office Depart¬ 
ment as now accounted for result in a deficit of Bs. 
23,000 to Bs. 27,000. As the Department takes no 
credit for the carriage of Government Post, how much 
of this deficit is nominal to be borne by the Depart¬ 
ments concerned and how much of it is real cannot 
be ascertained till a system of service postage is intro¬ 
duced, and each Department made to pay for its own 
postage out of its grant *for Contingences—an arrange¬ 
ment which is very desirable also. in the interests of 
economy and efficient control. Bor reasons stated in 
para 14 “ Public Works ” the grant for Kodayar Project 
has been temporarily reduced this* year to 3 lakhs of 
rupees. 

SUMMARY. 

Excesses appear in the Direct demands on all Prin¬ 
cipal Heads of Bevenue except Stamps and Begistration 
and in the Expenditure of all Departments except Law 
and Justice, Palace, Elephant and Horse Establish¬ 
ments, Devaswoms and Publio Works Department. The 
total excess under General Service was Bs. 4,95,000 
nearly. On the Binancial and Commercial services the 
excesses were Bs. 988 and Bs. 5,966 aggregating to Bs. 
6,954. Bor the year 1081 the grants for almost all the 
Departments have had to be reduced in order to provide 
for the Murajapom ceremony and His Highness’ trip to 
•Madras. The total reduction of grant, under all services 
is Bs. 1,44,163. 
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The year opened with, a balance of Rs. 85,49,236 
and closed with Rs. 77,53,718 to the credit of Govern¬ 
ment resulting in a deficit of Rs. 7,95,518. The budget 
for 1081 is also a deficit one, Rs. 8,26,200 being esti¬ 
mated as the probable deficit and Rs. 69,27,518 as the 
closing balance. Against the closing balance of Rs. 
77,53,718, we have the following assets:—

The rest of the Government of India Promissory 
notes, cash in Treasury, fixed and current Deposits 
with Messrs. Arbuthnot & Co., Madras, are set apart 
as assets against the net liabilities of Deposits, uncashed 
D. P. W. cheques, uncashed bills &a. For want of 
sufficient time the details of these liabilities could not 
be verified and placed before you. They will hbwever 
be published later on in the Administration Report of 
the year. 

Owing to the death of the .Huzur Treasurer the' 
verification and correct valuation of the Huzur Treasury 





balances, above detailed was not made. The new 
officer has recently verified and taken charge of them 
and on receipt of his report all the deficiencies ^ add 
depreciations found by him will be charged off to 
profit and loss and correct balance carried forward. It 
is apprehended that there may be a depreciation of about 
Bs. 50,000 under withdrawn silver olmckrams, which 
together with the whole amount of 'Bs. 6,562 under 
pepper and cocoanut oil, ,&o., which articles are not 
forthcoming, has to be written off the accounts. 

Under Departmental balances the stock balance of 
D. Pi W. Workshops and Stores ; has been verified Up 
to 1078; Bs. 1,50,900 will have to he written, off accord¬ 
ing to the Report of the Chief Engineer. Besides this, 
there is a sum of Es. (36,847 included in the balance of 
this Department which appears to be the unadjusted 
advances, stock, deposits, &c., of many years past for 
ivhich no details of any kind can now be traced- The 
whole of this amount also will have to-be written off the 
accounts. 

The Stock balance of the Maramat Department 
has yet to be verified. 

Deducting Bs. 2,74,309, as ascertained up to date, 
which will have to he. written off as loss during the 
current year, the closing balance of this year will be only 
Es. 66,53,209 instead of Es. 69,27,518 as now budgeted. 

25. Conclusion.— I have' given you, gentlemen, a 
short resume of the administration of the different 
departments of the State during the past year. The 
account will, I hope, give you some insight into the 
working of the administration during the year and the 
measures proposed to be adopted during the current 
year. 

Before concluding I may refer to the visit of His 
Highness the Maha Bajah to the Sister State, of Cochin 
and tbp cordial and magnificent reception His .Highness 
/received there. Last year we also had the honor of a 
visit tom the Maha Bajak of Benares. 

In January this year at the invitation of His Ex¬ 
cellency the Governor, His Highness-the.-Maha Rajah 
visited Madras. His Highness was-the guest of His 
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Excellency and received every mark of consideration' 
aiid 'thoroughly enjoyed his trip. His Highness looks 
, forward with great pleasure and interest to his appro¬ 
aching visit" to Madras to welcome Their Boyal High¬ 
nesses the Prince and Princess of Wales. It is a rare- 
privilege to take part in welcoming the Heir-Apparent; 
to the British throne and the Indian Empire. It is now 
30 years since we had a similar privilege when His' 
Majesty the King-Emperor visited India as Prince of 
Wales. The visit of the Heir-Apparent is calculated 
to strengthen the bonds of union between the British 
Empire and the different nationalities and peoples inha¬ 
biting this vast continent. He is the representative' of 
the Power which has brought peace to the land and 
started the country on a career of progress and prosper¬ 
ity. The Native States, and Travaneore In particular,' 
are under special obligations to the Boyal Family fore 
their traditional solicitude to maintain the. integrity and 
honor of these States. 

This year His Highness the Maha Bajah completed 
the twentieth year of His Highness’ rule and the spon¬ 
taneous outburst of loyalty that characterized the cele¬ 
bration of the . auspicious event in every village and 
hamlet in Travaneore testifies to the strong hold His 
Highness has secured on the. affection and regard of his 
devoted subjects. 

Important portions from the Malayalam translation 
of the Address were read to the Assembly by Mr. K, P. 
Sankara Menon, Dewan Peishkar, Kottayam Division. 

At the conclusion of the Address, Mr. H. I). Deane 
(Member, Bubber Planters Association) said;—I rise,. 
Sir, on behalf of the representatives of the Planting 
Community here to-day, to tender our thanks for the 
hospitable reception we have met with in this flourishing 
city of Trivandrum and the gracious generosity of His. 
Highness the Maha Bajah which has made it feasible for 
us,to lay our requirements before his Government in this • 
his Sri Mulam Popular Assembly. 

• It would l)e superfluous for myself, after listening' 
to ‘ your, interesting speech, to dwell at length on the 
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immense labour taken and keen interest shown by your¬ 
self in all matters affecting the welfare of His Highness’ 
subjects, and I will therefore conclude by assuring you, 
Sir, of our loyal co-operation in any way feasible for fur- 
thering your efforts for the good of this State of Travan- 
core, 

Thanking you deeply and gratefully for the valuable 
information you have given us to-day, we wish you God 
speed in your arduous duties. 

Mr. A. Sri Narayanan Tampi (Member for Vilavan- 
code Taluk) spoke as follows:—On behalf of the members 
of this Session of the Sri Mulam Popular Assembly and 
on behalf of the people of Travancore whom they 
represent, I beg you to convey to His Most Gracious 
Highness, our beloved Maha Bajah, our loyal and respect¬ 
ful sentiments of gratitude for conferring the valuable 
privilege of election on the people of this country. Our 
sincere thanks are due to you also, Sir, for the 
sympathy and statesmanship with which you have 
worked for this great concession. It forcibly evinces 
the solicitude of Government to ascertain the wants 
of the people and redress their grievances and .also to 
educate them in methods of self-reliance. I trust, Sir, 
that under your wise guidance we shall he able to use 
the opportunity thus afforded with moderation and good 
sense and in such a way that our representations will 
conduce to the progress of the State'and the welfare 
of the various sections of the people who have done us 
the honor to elect us. In conclusion, allow me on 
behalf of this Assembly to thank Government most 
cordially for the various measures of beneficence and 
reform which they have recently inaugurated and to 
assure you of our hearty appreciation of the spirit in 
which these are conceived and in which we feel sanguine 
they will be executed by His Highness’ Government. 

Mr.'C. J. Kurien (Member for Kottayam Taluk) 
said:—It is with no little gratification that the people 
of Travancore have to congratulate themselves on His 
Highness the Maha Bajah’s gracious condescension in 
•granting them the privilege of electing their own re¬ 
presentatives to this Assembly. The bestowal of this 
privilege, which is unprecedented in the history of 
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Travancore, in tlie very second year of its existence and 
at the close of the second decade of His Highness’ benign 
r§ign does not only testify to the great confidence the 
Government have in the working of this Assembly, the 
extent of solicitude His 'Highness entertains for the 
welfare of his subjects and the keen interest you take in 
the administration of the State and the people entrusted 
to your care, but also instils in the minds of the people 
an overwhelming wish that His Highness may continue 
to reign over them, assisted by your sound counsels, for 
many more decades to come. An'enumeration of the 
many healthy reforms introduced into the State during 
the past 20 years of His Highness’ reign may perhaps 
be considered uncalled for on the present occasion, but 
it is beyond doubt that the institution of this Assembly 
is the noblest of them all, inasmuch as it affords ample 
opportunities and facilities -for the people to represent 
their wants and wishes direct to Government, thus 
bringing the rulers and the ruled into clo§e contact with 
one another, so as to admit of the establishment of a 
thorough understanding between the Government and 
the people. It only remains for me to thank you, Sir, 
on behalf of the people whom I have the honour to re¬ 
present and to ask you to convey to His Highness our 
deep sense of gratitude for the great privilege which 
enables us to be present in the Assembly to-day.

The following is the scale of charges for the treatment of animals 
brought to the hospital by the public:— 

A, Horses, ponies and cart-bullocks.— J Rupee per head for ad¬ 

vice and cost of medicines supplied. - 

B, Cattle (other than cart-bullocks), sheep, goats and dogs.— i 

Rupee per head for advice and cost of medicines supplied. 

For horses, ponies, and bullocks,’subscribers ( i. e., w ho pay yearly 
Rs. S and Rs. 7 and half-yearly Rs. 5 and and Rs. 4 for horses 
and ponies a head respectively, and yearly Rs. 12 and half- 
yearly Rs. 7 for a pair of bullocks in advance,) will be fur¬ 
nished with medicines and advice gratis. This would not, 
however, dispense with the stabling charges provided below, 
in the event of the animals being admitted into the hospital 
for treatment as in-patients. 

2. Cattle for agricultural purposes belonging to poor ryots or others 
unable to pay the charges for treatment will he treated gratis. The 
Veterinarian will satisfy himself that such relief is given only to those 
really deserving. This exemption refers only to animals treated as out-

Rules for the conduct of business of the Travancore 
Legislative Council, passed under section 11 of Regulation 
V of 1073- 


I. Definitions. 


1. In these Rules— 

"Bill” means a proposed enactment in any stage before it has 
received the assent ot His Highness the Maha Rajah, 

In the computation of “ clear days,” Sundays and holidays are 
not included. 

II. Summoning and adjournment of Council. 

2. There shall be four ordinary meetings of the Council during 
the year, and such meetings shall, as a rule, be held in the third 
week in Chingom, Yriehigom, Kumbhom, and Edavotn. The Dewan 
may also, at his discretion, convene other meetings which shall be 
called 1 extraordinary meetings.’ The times and places of meetings 
shall be fixed by the Dewan and the Secretary shall notifiy the same 
in the Government Gazette and to each Member by letter, 

3. When the business before a meeting is concluded, the Presi¬ 
dent shall declare the meeting dissolved. The President may ad¬ 
journ, without any discussion or vote, any meeting or business, to 
any future day or to any part of the same day. The Council also 
may, upon motion made and carried, adjourn any meeting or busi- 

4. A. motion that any meeting or business be adjourned or that 
the Council pass to the business next in order in the statement of 
business may be moved at any time and without previous notice as 
a distinct question, bur not so as to interrupt a speech. If the mo¬ 
tion is carried, the Council shall adjourn the meeting or business, or

28. A motion shall not be takon into consideration by the Council if 
it substantially raises a question already disposed of at the meeting oi¬ 
ls inconsistent with any resolution already passed thereat. 

29. If any motion, as made, involves several points, the President 

may, at his discretion, divide it, so that each point may be determined 
separately. ■ 

VI. Iitiroduelion, of BUI*. 

30. Any mem ber may move at a meeting of a Council for leave to 
introduce a Bill ill accordance with section 12 of the legislative Council 
Regulation, 1073; provided that at least six dear days’ previous notice 
of the title and subject of the Bill has been given to the Secretary. 

81. If the motion for leave to introduce a Bill be carried, the mover 
shall send the Bill, together with a full statement of the objects of and 
reasons for the proposed measure and any connected papers, to the 
Secretary, who will forthwith cause the Bill, the Statement of Objects 
and Reasons and the connected papers to be printed and communicated 
to each of the Members, and will also cause the Bill and the Statement 
of Objects and Reasons to be published in the Government Gazette in 
English and in Malayalam. 

Provided that the publication may he deferred under the orders of 
the Dewan until the next meeting of the Council when the publication 
of such Bill shall be considered. 

32. The Dewan may, at his discretion, direct the Secretary to 
publish any Bill together with a statement of the objects of and reasons 
for it, in the Government Gazette in English and in Malayalam although 
leave to introduce the Bill has not been applied for under Rule 30; and 
the Secretary shall publish it accordingly and shall send a copy of the 
Bill, and of the statement of the objects and reasons to each of the Mem¬ 
bers. When a Bill has been published under this Rule, it shall not be 
necessary to move under Rule 30 for leave to introduce it. 

33, At any time after leave to introduce a Bill has been granted under 
Rule 31 or after publication, has been ordered under Rule 32, the Member 
in charge of the Bill may introduce it after giving six clear days’notice 
to the Secretary! provided that no Bill shall be introduced until fifteen, 
clear days from the date of its publication. 

When introducing a Bill, the Member in charge of It shall, move - 
that the Bill bo read in Council, The principle o£ the Bill audits 
general provisions may then be discussed, and, if the motion be 














Proposed amendments of Bills shall he governed by Rules 24, 25, 26, 
28, and 29 relating to motions. 

49. Tiie President may declare that a proposed amendment of a Bill 
shall not be discussed or put into the vote on the ground that it is ir¬ 
relevant or incomplete or that an amendment identical in substance with 
it has been previously disposed of by the Council in considering the same 

Bill. ' 

50. When the amendments proposed by the Select Committee (if the 
Bill has been referred to a Select Committee), and such other amendments 
as may be proposed by any of the Members before the Council, have'b,een 
considered by the Council, the Member in charge of the Bill, or in his ab¬ 
sence any other Member may move that the Bill as amended be taken up 
and passed at a subsequent meeting. 

At such meeting the Council shall consider the amendments, if any, 
moved on behalf of Government, and pass the Bill. No amendments 
other than those connected with the amendments moved on behalf of 
Government shall, without the special permission of the Lewan, be

REGULATION III OF 1078. 


A Regulation to amend the Towns Conservancy and Improvement 
Regulation II of 1069, passed by Highness the Malta Rajah of 
Tranxtncore on the 24th I'ebruary 1901 corresponding^ withfhe 13th 
Kumbhom 1076, under section 13 of Regulation V of 1073. 

Whereas it is expedient to make better provision for the Con- Preamble, 
servancy and Improvement of Towns ; We are hereby pleased to 
enact as follows:— 

CHAPTER I, 

PRELiiaxAint 

1. (1) This Regulation may be called “ The Towns Conservancy shut title, 
and Improvement Regulation, 1076” and shall c-otne into force on Commence- 
the 1st Chingom 1077.' .ment.

Term of office 9- (I) If the President or a member of a Committee is appointed 
of members, by office, the person lor the time being holding the office shall be 
the President or member thereof until We shall otherwise direct. 

(2) The term for which other members of the Committee shall 
hold office shall be three years. 

(3) Any out-going member may, if otherwise qualified, be 
eligible for re-appointment.

REGULATION II OF 1080. 

A Regulation to amend Regulations I of 1040 and II of 1062 re¬ 
lating to Breaches of Contracts■ -passed by His Highness the Malta 
Raja of Travaneore on the 4th- October 1904 roiwspo/irfi/ip nith the 
19th Kanni 108'), wnder section 13 of Regulation V of 1073. 

Whereas it is found necessary to consolidate and amend the FiwttnUe. 
existing law relating to breaches of contracts committed within Our 
territories; We are pleased to enact as follows 


1. This Regulation shall be called “ The Travaneore Breach of 
Contract Regulation of 1030,” and shall come into force immediate¬ 
ly on the passing thereof. t 

2. Regulations I of 1040 and II of 1052 are hereby repealed. 

8. This Regulation shall apply to breaches of lawful contracts 
committed by artificers, workmen and labourers who have received 
money from any company or other body, master or employer, or 
from any person acting on behalf oE such company or other body, 
master or employer in advance on account of work which they have 
contracted in writing to perform or get performed by any other 
artificers, workmen or labourers within Travaneore. 

4. If any breach of contract of the description mentioned in 
section 3 is committed wilfully and without lawful or reasonable 
excuse, the company or other body, master or employer, or any 
person acting on their behalf affected by such breach, may complain 
to the Magistrate, not being below the rank of a Magistrate of the 
second class, within whose jurisdiction the contract was entered 
into or violated, and such Magistrate shall thereupon issue a sum¬ 
mons or wan*ant as he thinks proper for bringing before him the

Provided that,if the order be for the re¬ 
payment of the money and the money is paid before the expiry of 
the sentence, the term of imprisonment shall cease to run as soon as 
such money is paid. Provided also that no order for the repay¬ 
ment of the money shall, while the same remains unsatisfied, de¬ 
prive the complainant of any remedy by suit before a Civil Court. 

7. It shall be enmphteiit for a Magistrate making an order 
directing the accused to perform or get performed any work accord¬

CHAPTER II.

(2) Where any such instrument cannot, with reference to 
the description of stamp prescribed therefor, be duly stamped by a 
private person, it may be taken within the said period of three 
months to the Division Peishkar, who shall stamp the same, in such 
manner as the Dewan, with Our sanction, may by rule prescribe, 
with a stamp of such value as the person so taking such instrument 
may yequire and pay for. 

20. The first bolder in Travaneore of any bill of exchange, cheque 
or promissory note drawn or made out of Travaneore shall, before 
he presents the same for acceptance or payment, or endorses, 
transfers or otherwise negotiates tho same in Travaneore, affix

rate of exchange on the day oi: the date of the instrument. 

(2) The Dewaii may, -with Our sanction, from time to time, 
by notification in the Gazette, prescribe a rate oi exchange for 
the conversion of British or any foreign currency into the currency 
of Tnivaneore for the purposos of calculating stamp-duty, and such 
rate shall be deemed to be the current rate for the purposes of 
sub-section (1). 

22. Where an instrument is chargeable with ad valorem duty 
in respect of any stock or of any marketable or other security, such 
duty shall be calculated on the value of such stock or security ac¬ 
cording to the average price or the value thereof on the day of the 
date of the instrument. 

28. Where an instrument contains a statement of current rate 
of exchange, or average price, as the case may require, and is 
stamped in accordance with such statement, it shall, so far as re¬ 
gards the subject-matter of such statement, be presumed, until the 
contrary is proved, to be duly stamped. 

24. Where interest is expressly made payable by the terms of 
an instrument, such instrument shall not be chargeable with duty 
higher than that with which it would have been chargeable had no 
mention of interest been made therein. 

25. (1) Where an instrument Inot being a promissory note or 
bill of exchange)— 

(a) is given upon the occasion of the deposit of any market¬ 
able security by way of security for money advanced or to be ad¬ 
vanced by way of loan, or for an existing or future debt; or

2. Messrs. Parry & Co., are permitted to export all quantities of mica 
collected by them under these rules on payment, to the Sirkar of a royalty 
of 8| per cent, and export duty of 11- per cent, oil rahmm and such reason¬ 
able remuneration to the finders its may be agreed upon between them 
and the said Messrs. Parry & Co. 

8. In the event of the Sirkar granting to any other firm or individual 
a concession similar to what is given to Messrs. Parry & Go., under these 
rules, it is open to the Sirkar to specify the local urea within which each 
of them should exercise the right of collecting and exporting the mineral.

1. The College, which is affiliated to the Madras University in the 
Faculty of Law, is intended to afford instruction to students preparing 
for the B. L and M, L. Degree Examinations of tho said University and 
the Pleadership, Civil and Criminal Special tests and such other, exami¬ 
nations in Law as have been or may hereafter be instituted by the Tra- 
Vancore Government. 

Oontuot,. 

2. Subject to the control of tho Dewain the general management of the 
College is vested in the Principal. 

*8.. Tho numbers-of the staff are subordinate to thfe Principal and all 
communications which they may wish to address to the Government must 
be forwarded through him.

4. The staff shall consist of a Principal, two Senior Lecturers, two 

Junior Lecturers and a lecturer in Medical-Jurisprudence.* 

5. Tho Principal shall be a Barrister-at-Law or a Vakil of the High 
pourt being a graduate in Law, of not less than five years’ standing; the 
two Senior lecturers shall be Barristers-at-Law of not less than 3 years' 
standing or Vakils of the High Court bein^ graduates in Law of not less

1- On the reeeipt of the report of- the death of any Policy-holder, the 
Chief Secretary to Government or any other officer specially authorised in 
this behalf shall publish a notice in the Government Gossetts inviting the 
claimants to produce within a date to be fixed therein, satisfactory evi¬ 
dence of their title or representative character. 

2. The following will be accepted as- satisfactory evidence of title 
unless the Chief Secretary or any other officer specially authorised in this 
behalf sees grounds to require further evidence 

(ri.) A certificate from the Head of the office in which the deceased 
Policy-holder was serving at the date of his death, certifying, from his 
personal knowledge or on the declaration of two senior subordinates serv¬ 
ing under him possesing personal knowledge, to the relationship of the 
claimant or claimants, as the case may be. 

(bj In cases where the deceased has by a registered will bequeathe^ 
the bonus to any particular individual, a certified copy of such wilb 
granted under the signature and seal of the Registrar in whose office th° 
will was deposited or registered.

ARMS AND AMMUNITION. 

Memorandum. 

'1'he folloioiag Meummuhtm upon the Law regarding arms and ammu¬ 
nition is published for information .— 

1. Dwellers in Travaneore or Cochin States who wish to bring from 
British |ndia into these States arms or ammunition must apply to the 
Resident for a no-objection certificate and must forward this certificate 
to the Gommissiouf’r of Police, Madras, who has power to grant a permit. 

2. Those who wish to send into British India from these States arms 
or ammunition must obtain a license from‘the Commissioner of Police, 
Madras, or from the Magistrate of the District to whioh the consignment 
goes. f 

S. If it is desired to send into British India _ arms solely for the 
purpose-of repair, European and East Indian subjects of His Majesty 
and other persons enumerated in rule 1 of the Arms Aot Rules can 
obtain from the Resident free of charge a permit to import such arms 
into British. Inlia aud to afterwards export them from British India 
into these States. 

4. There are special restrictions regarding all rifles of -303 bore and 
rifles of ‘450 or ‘577 bore which are of the Snider or Martini-Henry 
pattern. The importation of these rifles into India has now been abso¬ 
lutely prohibited.

' 111. The Officer in charge of the Dead Letter Office and the clerks em¬ 
ployed in it must be sworn to secrecy, i. e., nbt to divulge the contents of 
any article opened and read by them. 

23. Employes of the Dead Letter Office who violate the abovesaid rule 

nail, besides being- liable to dismissal, be debarred from admission into 
any other department of the Government service. ' 

28. On the first of every month or the next offico day, if the first of 
the month happens to be a holiday, all articles which have been in deposit 
at the Dead Letter Office for one year shall be destroyed, in the presence 
of the Officer in chargo of the Dead Letter Office, 

24. Sections 37 and 38 of the Anchal Rules dated the 15th April 1882 
and section 14 of the Supplementary Anchal Rules dated J.st October 
1888, are hereby cancelled. 

25. The Anchal Superintendent will, for the time being, he the Olfiorr 
in charge of the Dead Letter Office. (6th July 1894.)

TRAVELLERS' BUNGALOWS IN TRAVANCORE 

Rules for Travellers. 


These Bungalows are placed in the charge of the Public Works 
Department. 

2. No person is permitted to remain in a Bungalow more than one day 
(unless compelled to do so by sickness) if any other Traveller require 
accommodation, or if not required by any other Traveller for more than 
ten consecutive days without the written permission of the Executive 
'.Engineer in charge. 

3. The first applicant is entitled to the choice of rooms, but he is not 
permitted to appropriate to himself more than one sitting room, dressing' 
and bath room, (when the others are in demand) unless jn the case of a 
family of more than 2 in number (children under 8 years of age 
excepted) when one main room, 2 dressing rooms and 2 bathrooms can be 
occupied. Should extra chairs or any other furniture be taken from 
unoccupied rooms, thay must bo returned immediately the rooms are 
required by another Traveller. 

4. Defacing the walls by drawing or writing is strictly prohibited, and 
Travellers are held responsible for the structure and its contents being pre¬ 
served froiti injury and defacement during their occupation. 

5. A list of the furniture, Ac., supplied to the Bungalow (with tlic 
value of each article) shall be provided for tho information of Travellers, 
according to which payments should be made in the event of destruction 
or injury, the amount being handed over to the care-taker or head servant 
and entered by the Traveller in the Bungalow book. 

6. A book is kept at the Bungalow in which the occupier is requested to 
make the usual entries with remarks, if any be necessary, on the conduct 
of the servants, cleanliness (or otherwise) of the Bungalow and com¬ 
pound &c. 

7. Under no circumstances should any article be removed from the 
Bungalows on loan or otherwise; nor should the Bungalow,: be occupied 
by any ono not a bonafide Traveller. 

8. The servant in charge is ordered, on pain of dismissal, to report any 
deviation from these Buies either on. the part of Travellers, or their ser¬ 
vants ; and the occupier- is held responsible for any infringement of them. 

9. Every occupier of a Travellers’ Bungalow is required to give liits 
full mime and address on demand by the person in charge. 

' 10. Every Traveller halting at a first class Bungalow, i. e. a Bungalow 
provided with ordinary servants, for not more than 6 hours, shall pay a 
fee of 8 annas. If tho halt exceeds 6 hours a fee of 1 rupee shall bapaid 
for the first day and each succeeding day of occupation. When a family 
of two or more occupy the Bungalow, half the above fees will be charged 
for each member of the same family above 5 years of age, this concession 
not being applicable to the principal member who will have to pay the 
full fee. ' 

11. Every Traveller halting at a second class Bungalow for net more 
than. 6 hours shall pay a fee of 4, annas. If the halt exceeds 6 hours a fee 
of half a rupee shall be paid for the first day and each succeeding day of 
occupation. When a family of two or more'oecupy the Bungalow, half tho 
■above fees will be charged for each member oj: tho same family above 5 
years of age, this concession not being applicable to tho principal member 
who will have to pay the full fee, 
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l'J. At '2nd olaas Travellers’ Bungalows, servants are not provided by 
Government. Travellers are therefore expected to pay for the services of 
a sweeper, or waterman, or any other specially engaged person if such 
services are needed. 

13. When fees aro due by the same traveller ' for 3 days, they should 
be paid every 4tli day at latest. 

14. Bullocks must not be put in the stables, or tethered in tho com¬ 
pound; they must be taken, outside; should there be insufficient accom¬ 
modation in the stables, horses should not ba tethered in tho compound. 

IB. Servants travelling separately from their musters with horses or 
luggage, may have accommodation provided there is room and will he 
charged half the fees in para 10 whether the Bungalow be a 1st or 2nd 
class one. Those Travellers occupying tho Bungalow mil, however, have 
prior claims to tho stable, whence 'other horses must lx; removed if ra¬ 
id. Travellers requiring the butler to ’cater for them must advance 
the required amount to lain immediately on their arrival. The butler is 
nob supposed to first cater and then present a bill, but payment must be 
made to him in advance.
